- Armed with pick and shovel, Alderman 
Minwegen attacked the snow-blocked gut- 
ters of the Twenty-second Ward yesterday. 
The battle continued all day. As a result 
there was but little complaint made of the 
condition of the sidewalks last night in his 
part of the city. The Alderman rested after 
the day’s work and won a prize at.a cinch 
party at the Tuscora club, 591 North Clark 
street. ; 

The representative of the Twenty-second 
Ward was returning home last Friday after- 
noon when at State and Pearson streets 
he noticed the gutter overflowed and the 
water running over the sidewalk. He 
jumped from the car and overturned a small 
culvert bridge that was blocking the flow. 
The first thing that he did yesterday morn- 
ing was to make an Inspection of other side- 
walks and gutters in his district. He ap- 
peared on the street wearing a long pair 
of rubber boots. 


He Uses a Pick. 

The gutter at Chestnut and Cass streets 
first received his attention. His pick, swung 
with a hard and straight blow, soon loosened 
the ice and snow, and the water was soon 
moving on. down the street, while a crowd 
stood by and watched the Aldermanic street 
cleaner. Them he disappeared in his resi- 
dence and the neighbors thought that the 
work for the day was complete. But they 
were mistaken. In a few minutes he re- 
turned minus his coat. He then proceeded 
along Walton place, and wherever he found 
a gutter that was clogged he cleared it. 
‘Tt was not much to do,” said Alderman 
Minwegen at the Tuscora club last night. 
“The gutters had to be cleaned and there 
did not seem ‘to be anybody to do it, 60 I 
jumped in. I believe that the entire ward is 
in good condition tonight. I was all over it 
during the day. Some of those people who 
live about there would let the water stand 
ten inches deep before they would lift their 
hande to help. But itis done now.’ 


Slush Covers Streets. 

Chicago began to thaw in earnest yester- 
day. Streets were flooded, alleys became 
miniature canals, and in some parts of the 
city basements were filled with water. The 
sewers, being released from the ice barriers, 
were not overtaxed with the flood and there 
was little back water in any sections of tre 
city.

Little Enthusiasm Over Result. 

The result of the ballot when announced 
aroused no enthusiasm outside the ranks 
of the supporters of Judge Hanecy.

Conference on Rest of Ticket. 


‘A conference between Lorimer, Busse, 
Magerstadt, Pease, Blount, John J. Healy, 
and Perry Hull, at the conclusion of the 
speech. of Judge Hanecy, attracted the at- 
tention of the delegates. They were set- 
tling the remainder of the ticket apparent- 
ly, and it did not take them long. 

When Chairman Smyth fapped for order 
a few minutes later he had no difficulty 
in settling the convention down to business. 
The call of wards for nominations for City 
Treasurer kegan. Charles Wathbier of the 
First Ward responded to the cali of his ward 
with “ Twenty-cight votes,for A. F. Gartz.”’ 
When his attention was called to the fact 
that nominations were being called for tn- 
stead of response of wards in a bailot, he 
offered no nomination. The Sixth Ward 
presented the name of A. F. Garstz for City 
Treasurer and, there being no other nomina- 
tions, he was selected by acclamation. 

Graeme Stewart of the Twenty-first Ward 
presented the name of Oscar Hebel for City 
Attorney and F. M. Blount of the Twen- 
tleth Ward named Thomas O'Shaughnessy, 
both nominations being made by acclama- 
tions. 

The convention adjourned at 4:20 o'clock, 


Accepts the Nomination in Speech Scor- 
ing Present Administration and — 
All Its Supporters. 


When the applause of his greeting had 
subsided upon his presentation to the con- 
vention which just had nominated him for 
Mayor Judge Elbridge Hanecy proceeded to 
arraign the present administration for its 
conduct of city affairs and the police force 
for its failure to stamp out vice and crime. 
He recommended the enforcement of the 
civil service. law honestly and fairly, the 
consolidation of town governments, and 
urged the amendment of the revenue law. 

“This is a great deal of a surprise to me, 
but I appreciate it just as much asifI had 
been seeking the place,”’ said Judge Hanecy 
after his introduction by Chairman Smyth. 

Continuing, the Judge said it was no idle 
task the convention had laid upon him, its 
members, and the Republican party. Not 
that he feared the result at the election, but 
there was much work to be done to make this 
a Republican city which would be fit to live 
in. 

“The civil service law must be honestly 
enforced,”’ said Judge Hanety. ‘“ The police 

force must be purified so it will be used for 
the protection of the life and property of the 

citizens, not the protection of vice and crime. 

The streets and alleys of the city must be 

made safe to the citizens and kept clean. 

“ Vice and crime must be driven from the 
streets of Chicago and the streets made safe 
for wives and daughters to walkin. When 
it is said the streets of Chicago have been 
saved from franchise grabbers the thought 
arises they have been saved from one unlaw- 
ful purpose to be given up to all others. 

“The franchise question must be settled 
honestly, fairly, and promptly, and every 
corporation seeking franchises must be made 
to pay fair compensation. 

- * Men and women must be placed on the 
Board of Education who have special fitness 
for the work. 

“The revenue law must be so amended 
that taxes will be reduced and posterity shall 
pay its fair share in the upbuilding of the 
great Chicago. 

“The consolidation of the towns and tax- 
ing bodies must go on. 

‘“‘ Above all there must be inaugurated a 
crusade to rescue this beloved city of ours 
from the gang which has controlled and plun- 
dered it for the last few years. 

‘*Do not be discouraged because you find 
some man or many who will not join in this 
crusade. Do not be discouraged because 
some pulpit or press will not aid. Crime has 
so intrenched itself among some good citi- 
gens and it will take work to dislodge it. 

‘‘The divine majesty of this country rests 
with the common people, the people who sent 
you here, and when you find people who will 
not do the things you and I and they know 
they should, it will become our province to 
tell the public why, and when the time comes 
I shall not shirk the task. 

**It will be blazoned out to the world at 
large that the reélection of the gang ticket,

‘“‘T shall be elected by a majority of 30,000,”’ 
said Mayor Harrison, when he heard that the 
Republicans had nominated Judge Hanecy 
for Mayor. “I always am conservative in 
estimating majorities and that figure prob- 
ably is far under what the returns wil! show. 
I am delighted with the choice of the con- 
vention.

Benjamin Harrison was the one unfortu- 
nate President. The rain poured almost 
steadily the entire day and the proceedings 
at the Capitol es well as the review of the 
parade were as dismal as anything well 
could be. In fact, President Harrison’s term 
beganin/a rain-storm and ended in a blizzard. 
Late tonight Chief Moore of the Weather 
bureau arrived at his office and held a spe- 
cial forecast meeting, as the result of which 
a prediction was made that Monday would 
be all that an inauguration day ought to be, 
which is to say, fairly clear and reasonably 
warm. 

Gold Medal Given President. 

General Ellis Spear, chairman of the inau- 
guration Committee on Medals and Badges, 
today led at the White House and, on be- 
half of Chairman Edson of the Inaugural 
committee, presented to President McKinley 
a commemorative medal of the present in- 
auguration. The medal is similar to that 
struck for the members of the several inaug- 
ural committees, being cast in gold, how- 
ever, instead of bronze. General Spear also 
presented the Chief Executive a handsomely 
bound copy of the inaugural souvenir book, 
containing the pictures of all Presidents of 
the United States and an account of the in- 
auguration exercises attending the taking 
of office of each. 
A gold medal and souvenir also will be pre- 
sented to Vice President Roosevelt. The 
third gold medal has been presented to Chair- 
man Edson of the Inaugural committee. 


Baton for the Grand Marshal. 


General Francis Vinton Greene, grand 
marsha! of the inaugural parade, was this 
morning presented a beautiful marshal’s 
baton of dark mahogany, studded with 
forty-five gold stars, representative of the 
‘Statés ‘Of the union. It is eighteen inches 
long and heavily mounted with gold at both 
ends. 

The President will not go to the Capitgl to 
attend to the signing of late bills till about 
10:30 o’clock on Monday morning. He will 
have more than an hour for this work before 
the inaugural ceremonies begin. The bills

GRANDER THAN EVER BEFORE. 


Tomorrow’s Inauguration Ceremonies 
to Far Eclipse All Previous 
Events of That Kind. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Special. ]— 
Monday will witness one of the most 
elaborate Presidential inaugurations in the 
annals of our country. The days upon which 
Grant and Cleveland first took the oath 
of office are remembered for magnificence, 
but the second inaugural féte of William 
McKinley will completely eclipse all previous 
events. 

The favorable elements are all present. 
The weather prophets predict a fair day, and 
crowds are here from every State in the 
union. The decérations are elaborate, and 
the hospitality of the Capital City is extended 
to every one. The Committee on Arrange- 
ments appears to realize the full importance 
of providing thoroughly for the comfort as 
well as the convenience of the visitors. To 
this end a special committee on public com- 
fort was organized to ldok after visitors. 
This committee has opened, a register of 
houses, etc., where board and rpoms can 
be had for $2 and $3 a day. 

Visitors’ Quarters Cheap and Good. 
These quarters have been carefully in- 
spected and are located in the most désira- 
ble parts of the city. In this way guests 
are taken care of at moderate prices, exclu- 
sive of the hotels. All the hotels, with the 
exception of two or three, whose rooms are 
already engaged, will make a rate ranging 
from $2.50 to $5 a day for room and board. 
Aside from personally supervising the 
lodging comforts of the strangers, the In- 
augtral committee has also superintended 
the design and construction of public stands 
along the parade route, so that the visitors 
may also see the pageant with satisfaction 
and safety. 

The Court of Honor will be the most artistic 
feature ever arranged in honor of a Presi- 
dent. It extends directly in front of the 
White House on Pennsylvania avenue, from 
Fifteenth 4o Seventeenth streets, with La- 
fayette Park on one side and the State, War, 
and Navy Buildings and the White House on 
the other. This Court of Honor will seat 
5.000 persons, and it is through it that the 
parade will first pass as it escorts the Presi- 
dent from the Executive Mansion. 


Official Program Well Arranged. 
The official program of the inaugural cere- 
monies, which has been signed by the mem. 
bers of the joint committee of the Senate and

‘In this emergency General Greene made a 
little private tour among bis friends, and in 
a day secured subscriptions toa fund to bring 
the naval cadets to Washington for the in- 
auguration.. Thus, for the first time since 
1872, the army and navy schools will be rep- 
resented in an inaugural parade. 


‘Porto Ricans to Be in Line. 


Another feature of the parade will be the 
several hundred wiry, little, brown-skinned 
Porto Ricans, who, proudly wearing the uni- 
form of private soldiers of Uncle Sam, will 
march up Pennsylvania avenue, and will 
likely be the only reminder in the parade of’ 
the vast acquisitions of the territory to the 
country of which the man in whose honor the 
pageant will spread its gleaming lines is the 
Chief Magistrate since that other 4th of 
March four years ago, when he first assumed 
his high place.

Navy to Be Well Représéented. 

Thanks to the public spirit of Secretary 
Long, the navy will be represented in the 
inaugural parade by more of Uncle Sam's 
ga t.tars than ever assembled together 
in~the national capital on any previous oc- 
casion. Seven warships will participate in 
the inauguration ceremonies. Although only 
three of them—the Puritan, Dolphin, and the 
Sylph—are actually in the harbor at Wash- 
ington, the other five are near enough to 
permit their crews to form part of President 
McKinley's escort to the Capitol. The fleet 
will consist of the big double-turreted moni- 
tor Puritan, the Dolphin, and the SyIph, and 
the four training ships Hartford, Lancaster, 
Dixie, and Topeka. The training ships have 
been on a practice cruise in the Caribbean 
Sea. 

It is estimated that the seven vessels will 
contribute nearly 1,500 bluejackets to the 
parade. Captain Belknap, commanding the 
Dixie, as the senior officer of the fleet, will 
have command of the naval column. 


Splendid Appointments for the Ball.

honor the recital will be given. On the even- 
ing of March 6 the concert will be in honor 
of the people of the United States, who will 
be represented by President McKinley and 
his Cabinet. 

At the concert on the evening of March 5, 
in honor of the Congress of the United States, 
the Vice President and the Speaker of the 
Housé of Representatives wiil be present. 
On the afternoon of March 6 the concert at 
2 o'clock will be in honor of the States of the 
union, which will be represented by the Goy- 
ernors and their staffs, many of whom are 
already in town. 


DIPLOMATS ASK FIRST PLACE. 


Question of. Precedence Comes to the 
Front in Arranging far the 
Inaugural Ceremony. 


Washington, D. C., March 2.—[Special. ]— 
That embarrassing question of the pre- 
cedence of Ambassadors of foreign countries 
has come forward again in connection with 
the inaugural ceremonies, and the State de- 
partment, the Sergeant-at-Arms of the Sen- 
ate, and Lord Pauncefote, the dean of the 
Ambassadors, have been exchanging com- 
munications,. verbal and written. 

The initial movement in the matter was 
made by the Ambassadors, who, through 
Lord Pauncefote, addressed a note in this re- 
gard to the Secretary of State asking what ar- 
rangements had been made in regard to their 
participation in the ceremonies. They said 
also that the arrangements in the past had 
not been satisfactory and intimated they 
would like to be accorded the positions due 
them as the personal representatives of sov- 
ereigns. 

Secretary Hay wrote to Sergeant-at-Arms 
Ransdell of the Senate about it, and today 
was informed by him that the Ambassadors 
would, as usual, be given the post of honor 
next after the Chief Justice and Associate 
Justices of the Supreme Court. 

Within an hour or so after Lord Paunce- 
fote received this information from the Sec- 
retary of State he called at the State depart- 
ment. As Secretary Hay was absent, Lord 
Pauncefote conducted his business with Di- 
rector Hill, the Assistant Secretary. Later 
in the afternoon Lord Pauncefote paid a 
second visit to Director Hill. No definite 
conclusion was reached at either of the inter- 
views, but the’matter probably will be ad- 
justed amicably after Lord Pauncefote has 
consulted with the other Ambassadors. 

The Ambassadors are not only the official 
representatives of their governments, but 
also the personal and official representa- 
tives of their sovereigns. As such personal 


the President of the United States, and main- 
tain that in order that the proper respect 
may be shown the high rank of their sover- 
eigns or chief executives they must be given 
the position in public ceremonials next to 
President McKinley. 

The State department admits these con- 
tentions, but it is understood to be the de- 
partment’s view that the inauguration is a 
domestic and national ceremony to whicn 
the Ambassadors are invited as spectators, 
or, as the French term is, as assistants. 

As spectators of highest rank, the Ambas- 
sadors will be assigned first place next after 
the official participants in the ceremonies 
representing the three codrdinate branches 
of the government. 

The participants in the ceremony are the 
President of the United States, representing 
the executive head of the government, and 
the Vice President of the United States, rep- 
resenting the legislative, whose installation 
in office is the occasion to which the Ambas- 
sadors are invited. The Chief Justice and 
Assistant Justices of the Supreme Court, 
representing the judicial branch, it is held, 
rank next, the Chief Justice, in addition, be- 
ing an active participant in administering 
the oath to the Presdent. 

The Cabinet members being part of the 


executive departments, are included, accord- 
ing to these contentions, with the Chief Ex- 
ecutive. 

It is believed by the administration officials 
that the Ambassadors will accept this ar- 
rangement, although nobody can say what 
will be done, as the foreign representatives 
are agitated and not entirely satisfied with 
the position to be accorded them, either in 
the Senate Chamber or in the procepsion 
thence to the east front of the Capitol; where 
the President will take the oath of office.

M’KINLEY AS HE: REALLY ‘IS. 


Henry B. F. Macfarland Writes an Ap- 
preciation That Will Cause Discus- 
sion—‘Hanna Myth” Denounced. 


Henry B. F. Macfarland, one of the best 
known and most conservative of the Wash- 
ington newspaper correspondents, contrib- 
utes to the Atlantic Monthly for March an 
article on ‘“‘ McKinley as President,’ which 
challenges, and which probably will receive, 
a wide discussion. 

“To understand Mr. McKinley as Presi- 

t you must understand him as a man,” 
writes Mr. Macfarland. “‘ This seems easy, 
since he has lived so simply and so openly. 
But, on the contrary, it is hard, because, 
more than most Presidents, Mr. McKinley 
has been at once misunderstood and succes 
fully misrepresented. Like all his prede- 
cessors, he is neither the saint that his 
friends, nor the sinner that his enemies, have 
painted; but, unlike most of his predecessors, 
he has been made to appear, partly by friends 
and partly by enemies, different from the 
man he really is. 

‘* Nothing illustrates the popular misunder- 
standing of Mr. McKinley more than the 
astounding delusion, entertained by some Re- 
publicans as well as by many Democrats who 
do not know him, that he is and has been ever 
since 1895 more or less under the influence 
of Senator Hanna. This sums up, In a way 
that is as unjust as it is picturesque, all the 
notions to the effect that Mr. McKinley is a

It is 
interesting to see how ignorance alone mis- 
leads writers about President McKinley 
who are friendly to him,.as when they 
speak of him as ‘stolid and solemn’ be- 
cause they have only seen his manner in 
public, when the fact is that he is a man of 
humor, who enjoys even the cartoons at his 
own expense, and is as fond 6f good jokes, 
and as apt at telling them, as Abraham Lin- 
coln. Remembering the fate of public men 
who have done otherwise, Mr. McKinley 
has kept his wit and humor for private con- 
versation, and thus, naturally enough, has 
been accused of having none. These writers 
would probably be unwilling to believe that 
Mr. McKinley was a constant reader of Mr. 
Dooley during the Spanish war, just as Mr. 
Lincoln found recreation in the humorists 
of the civil war. 
_“As it takes more faith to be an infidel 
than a believer, so it takes more credulity 
to believe in the McKinley of fiction than in 
the McKinley of fact. It seems incredible 
that intelligent and educated men and women 
should be able to believe, even on the author- 
ity of both newspaper cartoons and editori- 
als, that the man who has done what Mr. 


ination of any otherman. Even after taking 
from President McKinley all the achieve- 
ments of his administration that can possi- 
bly be -credited to others, it must be admitted 
that he has accomplished more than any of 
his predecessors, with passibly one or two 
exceptions, in what he has clearly done him- 
self. From such work it ought to be easy 
to infer the workman. 


Popular Idea of President. 


‘“*Most Americans look upon the President 
as superior to-the Congress and the Supreme 
Court, about whose powers and functions 
they know little; and they are rather 
pleased than otherwise when he acts as 
though he agreed with this opinion. Evenif 
such a President actually fails to accom- 
plish, perhaps because of a bellitose and 
blustering manner, any real, substantial suc- 
cess in the way of legislation or diplomatic 
negotiations; even if he is destructive rather 
than constructive, and leaves the country 
and his party worse off than when he became 
President, he may remain a hero indefinitely 
to many people. 

** Not only is Mr. McKinley’s manner dif- 
ferent from that of the Presidents that such 
men admire, but his theory of the Presi- 
dency is equally different. Trained as he 
was, almost from youth up, in the House of 
Representatives, intimately acquainted with 
all the phases of Congress and deeply imbued 
with its spirit, while possessed of the friend- 
ship of most of its leaders of his time, it 
was natural that he should consider it en- 
titled to its full constitutional power and 
duties, and to the most respectful considera- 
tion on a plane of absolute equality with the 
President of the United States. 

‘‘Mr. Garfield was the only President of 
our time, except Mr. McKinley, who came to 
the White House after such an experience at 
the Capitol, and he had precisely the same 
theory of-the relations between the President 
and Congress. According to this theory 
Congress ought not te dominate the Presi- 
dent, the President ought not to dominate 
Cagngress, but they should .codperate as far 
as practicable for the good of the country. 

‘‘As human nature is much the same in 
Congress as im a stock exchange, a church 
convention, er a newspaper office, the Presi- 
dent who deals with Congress tactfully and 
courteously will, in the long run, get more 
of what he wants than the President who 
does not do so. He may not get so much 
credit for what he does gain, from those 
people who like to see a President fight Con- 
gress, especially in that flattering way which 
consists in appealing to them to make Con- 
gress do what the President wants done. 

‘President McKinley had the point of 
view of Congress before he took the point of 
view of the President. He knows that Con- 
gress, collectively, is as wise, as patriotic, 
and as representative of the people as he is, 
and that, individually, there may be men 
in both Houses who would be able to take 
his place at short notice, without detriment 
to the country.”’ 3

President Arthur, hitherto 
unexcelled among modern Presidents in 
charm and courtesy to callers and guests, has 
been surpassed by President McKinley. ‘I 
ran into a bank of roses,’ said a Senator-who 
went angrily to the White House to ask the 
removal of a Cabinet officer, and came away 
smiling, without having been able to com- 
plete his request; and this sums up ina 
striking way the experiences of all those 
who talk with the President. He likes to 
please. He would rather say yes than no, 
although he says no firmly enough when- 
ever it is absolutely necessary to deny a re- 
quest; but he always makes his visitor fee!

ONLY ONE SENATOR Th 


JAMES H. WATSON HOLDS A SES- 
SION ALL BY HIMSELF. 


All the Members of the Upper House of 
the Illinois Legislature Absent but 
the Democratic Representative from 
the Forty-sixth District—He Calls 
Himself to Order, Dispenses with 
the Reading of the Journal, and De- 

Clares an Adjournment.

Springfield, Ill., March 2, 


Senator James H. Watson of the Forty- 
sixth District, Democrat, strode into the 
Senate chamber at 9:49 o’clock this morning. 
His fifty colleagues had flown from. the 
capital city. Some were in Chicago testing 
the elevator systems in large office buildings. 
Many of the ruralites had gone home. Others 
were on their way to Washington. A few 
were tiding over Sunday at the great State 
institutions. Mr. Watson, like Napoleon in 
McGuffy’s elementary third reader, ‘* stood 
alone.’’ 

George W. Greenfield, assistant Sergeant- 
at-Arms, sat by the door chatting pleasantly 
with J. A. Ellison, Senate policeman. A 
couple of eolored men, coatroom attendants, 
temporarily laid aside their cob pipes and 
hung up Watson's overcoat and hat... A. 
little shrimp of a page boy, who couldn't get * 
to his home for want of the necessary rail- 
road pass, was there with face as shiny asa 
well polished red apple, chipper and frisky, 
and with a carnation in his jacket. 

Not a Senator nor a typewriter, no one other 
than the outfit above mentioned was in sight, 
excepting a tramp dog under a couch. , 


.Calls Himself to Order. 


Senator Watson mounted the presiding of-’ 
ficer’s stand and seized the gavel. He gave 
three sharp raps with the mallet and the 
tramp dog howled. : 

‘ The Senate will be in order.” said Senator 
Watson, 

Not @ prayer was heard. The chaplain was 
absent. 

‘The reading of the journal of yesterday 
will be dispensed with,’’ said the man on the 
bridge. 

Senator Watson, addressing no one but 
the dog, announced: | 

“The chair recognizes from personal ob-* 
servation that no quorum of the Senate is 
present and the clerk will enter up an ad- 
journment until next’ Tuesday morning at 
10 o’clock.”’ 

Again three sharp raps of the gavel were 
given and the dog howled some more. 

Senator Watson got his hat and coat and 
went up Capitol Hill. The coatroom attend- 
ants resumed their pipes, which were still 
hot. The dog went to slumber land. Peace 
and quiet reigned after a time except for the 
breathing of the dow and a wordy dispute 
between the janitors. 


Happened Once Before. 

There was one such session of the Senate 
many years ago, when Senator David T. 
Littler played the same réle as Watson 
did today. Littler was the only Senator 
present, and Phocian Howard sat at Henry 
H. Evans’ desk. There was no one in the 
chamber to move an adjournment, a step 
which Mr. Littler thought to be necessary. 
So he looked at Phocian and shouted in a 
commanding way: ‘Will some gentleman 
move an adjournment until Monday night 
at 5 o’clock.”’ 

Howard took the cue in an instant and 
arising said: ‘*‘ Why, certainly, Dave. Let’a 
adjourn until Monday ‘night at 5 o’cléck 
and go up town.’ Anu it was so ordered.

HOUSE APPROVES MANY BILLS. 


Much Important Public Business Cleared 
Up and Conferees Appointed to 
Complete the Work. 


- Washington, D. C., March 2.—Throughout 
today the House was in the throes of the 
closing hours of the session, with many 
measures clamoring for attention and with 
crowded galleries looking dowm upon the 
weary legislators. Work began at 9 a. m. 
and proceeded until 5 o'clock in the after- 
noon, when a recess was taken until 9:30 p. 
m. to permit conference reports to be framed. 

Under suspension of the rules a number of 
important bills were passed, including those 
for a national stancardizing bureau, for 
conferring bronze medals on the enlisted 
men of the navy and marine-corps for dis-. 
tinguished heroism, to amend the Chinese 
exciusion laws, and what is known as the 
‘‘omnibus public building bill,” enlarging 
the appropfiations for some forty public 
‘buildings. "Phe legislative appropriation bil! 
also was disposed of and many conferences 
were advanced to a stage which gave promise 
that there would be no failure of important 
legislation. 

At the night session the Senate amend- 
ments to the deficiency appropriation -bimi 
were disagreed to and the bill sent to con- 
ference, With Messrs. Cannon, Barney, and 
Livingston as conferees.

GERMAN TANK SHIP SAVES TARS. 


Crew of Schooner George Bailey Taken 
from Sinking Vessel Two Hun- 
dred Miles Out to Sea. 


Philadelphia, March 2.-—[Special.]— 
The German tank’ steamer Bremerhaven 
from Antwerp arrived here today with Cap- 
tain Joseph Beckwith and thirteen members 
of the crew of the American schooner George 
Baily, fram which they.were rescued about 
200 miles north of Sable Island. os 

The Baily sailed from Raltimore for Bahia, 
Brazil, on Jan. 29. When. several hundred 
miles on the way it was struck by heavy 
seas which disabled the rudder and a few 
Gays later thé vessel sprang a leak. 

In Feb. 3%, after they had been drifting 
ten days. the Rremerhaven was'sichted and 
signaled. and, althourh a high sea was run- 
ning and it was exceedingly dangerous, the 
Captain of the tanker sent a boat and rescued 
the almost honéless crew of the schooner. 

Captain Beckwith said today that his ship 
could not float more than a few hours after 
they were taken off.

- yesterday sent telegrams to members of the 
Illinois Senate and House asking for their 
views of the need of a new constitution for 
the State, and out of sixty-four members 
who could be reached, and who responded to 
the request, forty were in favor of such a 
convention. Of the remaining third, fifteen 
were against a new constitution and nine 
were non-committal. Of those who opposed 
the idea only two were from Chicago. All 
practically agreed that some radical change 
in the constitution is necessary. The only 
difference.was in the way of accomplishing 
it, Those who opposed an entire overhauling 


of the old garment were in favor of contiru- [ 


ing in. the fashion of the last thirty years— 
amending it to suit current needs. 


Speaker Sherman’s Reasons. 


Speaker Sherman’s ideas favoring such a 
convention, as outlined in THe TRIBUNE of 
Friday, were based on the fgllowing princil- 
pal reasons: That the pre constitution 
was adopted thirty years ago, when Chicago 
had a population of 300,000 instead of nearly 
2,000,000; that the “ business ’’ government 
of Chicago belongs to a generation past; the 
need of a new révenue law, and a limit to the 
debt making power. In his opinion, no ade- 


be obtained by amendments. Nothing short 
of a constitutional convention can effect the 
remedy by the whole State, and Chicago in 


particular. 
Lieutenant Governor Northcott’s View. 

Lieutenant Governor Northcott also has 
expressed himseif for a convention. — 

“ From the comments that have been made 
to me om the important ‘points I fully agree 
with Speaker Sherman,” he said yesterday at 
Springfield. ‘! The State needs a new con- 

stitution. The present one was made in 
1870. The growth of the State and the en- 
largement of interests generally demand a 
new one. It is conceded that a number of 
important amendments to the constitution 
we now work under are wanted. The only 
way to get them is through a constitutional 
convention and the making of a new book. 
I believe the question if put to a vote this 
session will pass.” 
Forty Favor a Convention.

MANATAWINDOWSLAYS 
THE GIRL WHO JILTED HIM. 


Rifle Used to Killed the Young Woman 
as She Is Walking Along a Public 
Street in Kansas City. 7 


Kansas City, Mo., March 2.—Ruth Nollard, 
18 years old, was shot and kjlled on the street 
this afternoon by Bud Taylor, 23 years old, a 
baseball player, formerly her sweetheart, 
with whom she had quarreled. 

The girl and her sister were walking along 
Ninth strect, near Broadway, in a crowded 
business district of the city. Taylor, sitting 
in the window of a second-story room in a 
lodging-house opposite, fired three ‘shots 
from a repeating rifle. Two bullets struck 
Miss Noliard, one passing entirely through 
the chest and the other entering just below 
the heart and lodging near the fifth rib at the 
back. She died in less than an hour. 

The dying girl was left on the sidewalk 
ten minutes, a great crowd gathering mean- 
while. The police arrested Taylor in the 
lodging-house room, and had difficulty in 
‘getting him through the mob, many members 
of. which clamored for the lynehing of the 
murderer. Miss Nollard and Taylor had been 
engaged to be married, but disagreed a month 
ago, and the girl forbade Taylor to come to 
her home. About two weeks ago Taylor 
choked her almost into insensibility and 
threatened to kill her at the first opportunity. 
He was arrested on complaint of Miss Nol- 
lard for assault with intent to kill and was 
released on bonds two weeks ago. His trial 
was to have begun next Wednesday. 

Taylor rented a room in the lodging-house 
three days ago. The landlord says he re- 
mained in the room during the daytime, and 
it is supposed that he had sat in the window 
for many hours, rifle in hand, awaiting an

Talk of the Gomez Interview. | 

The Discussion yesterday published the 
interview between General Maximo Gomez 
and Governor General Wood, which was 
taken from a Havana cable to an American 
paper. In this interview General Gomez is 
made to say, among other things, that if the 
Americans leave the Cubans will be fighting 
among themselves within sixty days. The 
Discussion today printed an interview of its 
own with General Gomez, if he had made the 
Statements credited to him by the American 
papers. | 

General Gomez replied that he had not 
mentioned to any one-what he had said to 
Governor General Wood, and he refused to 
do so now. Regarding the question as to 
whether he had made the statements re- 
ferred to or not, that he (Gomez) would 
neither say yes or no. 

The refusal of General Gomez to deny the 
statements made in the interview will bea 
source of much regret. 


. Work.of Cuban Delegation. 
Washington, D. C., March 2:—The Cuban 
delegation on economic affairs, which has 
just completed a month’s work here in Wash- 
ington and returned to Havana, has issued, 
through Mr. Abad, its secretary, a. state- 
ment. The delegation had three objects in 
view—namely: to secure the reduction of du- 
ties on Cuban exports to the United Stdtes, 
the abolition of Cuban export duty on tobac- 
co, and the appointment of a Cuban-Ameri- 
can commission to revise the Cuban tariffs 
on a basis of reciprocity. 

The commission sums up its achievements 
as follows: 

‘Two of the requests have been already 
practically granted. One of them is for the 
appointment of a “uban-American commis- 
sion to revise the Cuban tariffs, and the other 
is the abolishment of the export duties. 
‘*The tobacco planters, whose interests 
have suffered so severe!y during the war, 
are now paying taxes which are contrary to 
the economic principles of the United States, 
and, in consequence thereof, this burden has 
greatly discouraged the Cubans. - 

/* With respect to an arrangement concern- 


ing a modus vivendi with Cuba, the Ameri- 


can administration is in accord with the 
wishes of the Cuban sugar and tobacco 
planters, but, as the matter must be first 
thoroughly considered by Congress, nothing 
cun be done at present, on account of lack 
of time.”

Maud Gonne, “the Irish Joan of Arc”: 
John Daiy, Mayor of Limerick; and Major 
dicBride, late of the Irish brigade in the 
Transvaal, addressed 2,000 of their country- 
men last night in Central Music Hall. The 
Occasion was the celebration of the 123d an- 
Hiversary of the birth of Robert Emmet ar- 
ranged by the Irish Nationalists of Chicago. 

While the assembly joined in.the songs of 
Erin and cheered again the memories of the 
Emerald Isle, the speakers meted out to 
Great Britain a scathing denunciation of the 
tyranny and wrongs Irishmen have suffered 
in their struggle for Mberty. Miss Gonne 

quoted facts and figures to prove that par- 
Wamentary agitation had been of no useful- 
nese to the Irish cause and that open re- 
* Dellion is now the only remedy to which her 


their troubles. 
Mayor Daly reinforced her remarks with 
-@ broadside of personal experience aimed 
at the parliamentary agitators, who, he 
charged, are trait@rs to the cause, and he 
closed with an appeal to all Irishmen to tem- 
porize with England only so long as the 
parley would cover the introduction of arms 
and ammunition into the island in prepara- 
tion for open war. 

Major McBride stirred the audience with 
‘@ story of the Irish Brigade’s fighting in the 
Transvaal beside the Boer regiments. While

“SETTER RETRIEVING 


WILD OWAN 


Great interest has been aroused among 
visitors at the Sportsmen’s Show at the 
Coliseum by the still life paintings of Alex- 
ander Pope, a Boston artist. The realistic 
effects attained by the artist have caused 
innumerable discussions among  isitors, 
and one picture, the “.Wild Swan,” has 
caused hundréds to insist that a stuffed dead 
swan is hanging against a canvas, about 
which a frame has been placed. No par- 
ticular arrangement of lights has obscured 
the picture, and the remarks of the visitors 
are a tribute to the ability of the artist. 
Until a view along the level of the wall is

taken it is almost impossible to believe that 
the apparently protruding body of the swan, 
the ruffled feathers, and the arrangement 
of the lights and shadows are really the 
work of an artist’s brush, rather than the 
handiwork of a clever taxidermist. Fif- 
teen other pictures from the studio of Mr. 
Pope are constantly surrounded by visitors, 
who frequently move about the paintings, 
viewing them from different angles, and 
apparently are unsatisfied that a trick has 
not been played upon them in the draping 
of stuffed specimens that are masquerading 
as paintings. The works of the artist have 


created a sensation in the Eastern galler- 
ies and have drawn about him a considera- 
ble following of young artists, ambitious to 
emulate his work. Mr. Pope is an enthu- 
Siastic sportsman, and has made a practice 
of carrying brush and palette to the hunt- 
ing field, and preserving on canvas the 
form and color of the prizes that fall before 
his rifle. The tints and coloring of several 
pheasants depicted among his Coliseum 
exhibit are said to be unrivaled in bird 
paintings. The“ Wild Swan,” “ Setter Re- 
trieving Pheasant,” and “ Pointer and 
Grouse’ are among the most distinctive

PERIL IN DIVE 70 RESCUE. 


WILLIAM REED ALMOST DROWNS 
IN ATTEMPT TO SAVE LIFE. 


Alexander Sweeney Falls Into River 
at Madison’ Street and Perishes De- 
spite Plunge of Brave Man to Aid 
Him—Bridgetender Feark Goes in 
Boat and Picks Up Swimmer Just in 
Time — Crowd Anxiously Watches 
the Operations. 


In,a vain attempt to rescue Alexander 
Sweeney, who had fallen into the river near 
Madison street yesterday, William Reed, a 
structural iron worker, dived into the ice 
cold water and was himself in imminent 
peril of drowning when he was saved by Fred 
Feark, assistant bridge tender of the Madison 
street bridge. Feark went ina boat to Reed’s 
assistance. The daring dive of Reed and the 


large number of persons who lined the south 
side of the bridge. When Reed, apparently. 
none the worse for his effort, was fragged 
into the boat by Feark a cheer arose for 
the man. Reed, after giving his name and 
address, disappeared, saying he was going 
to his nome at 68 Law avenue. 

The body of Sweeney was recovered by the 
police after they had dragged the river for 
‘three hours. It was found at Monroe street 
and was removed to the’ home of the dead’ 
man at 2526 Bernard street. 


Hundreds of Spectators. 7 
The drowning occurred shortly after 11 
o'clock, when the bridge was filled with 
pedestrians and wagons. Sweeney, who was 
employed in the shipping department of the 
John V. Farwell company, 148 Market street, 
left the building and walked along the nar- 
row dock to Madison street to get his lunch- 
eon. Returning a half hour later, he retraced 
his way along the ledge. Half way between 
the bridge and Monroe street was a pile of 
snow, and as Sweeney started to clamber 
over it he slipped and fell into the river. In 
a second he was carried out into the streain 
by the current, and his cries attracted the 
attention of Reed, who was walking on the 
bridge. Reed climbed down to the dock and 
ran along until he caught up with Sweeney. 
Then without a moment’s, hesitation he dived 
into the cold water, and, rising to the surface, 
struck out for Sweeney, whose strength was 
visibly failing. Sweeney had sunk twice 
when Reed’s strokes brought the rescuer 
within reaching distanée.. 


Breaks Loose from Rescuer. 

Reed caught Sweeney by the back of the 
coat just as the drowning man was sinking 
for the third time, and struggled vainly to 
hold him securely. But Sweeney, half- 
strangled with water, kicked himself loose 
and sank for the third time. The struggle

had weakened Reed perceptibly, and he 
strove vainly to regain the dock. Fred 
Feark, the assistant bridgetender, from his 
outlook on the top of the Madison street 
ridge, realized Reed's predicament and, 
hurrying down the stairs, cast off his boat, 
and reached Reed in time. 

Sweeney’s body was not recovered until 
late in the afternoon. Sweeney was 45 years 
old, and had been employed by the Farwell 
company buta shorttime. His two brothers, 
who were notified of his drowning, assisted 
the police in recovering the body. ‘ 


Close of Their New Year’s Celebration 
in the Explosion of Firecrackers 
and a Banquet.

McCor- 
mick stood by and watched the work. Two 
men were carrying large tubs of butter from 
Snyder's store, while the others were load- 
ing from Merrill & Eldridge’s place. One 
large tub was dropped into the water and 
was afterward fished out by Patrolman 
Tuohy. 

McCormick and Gallagher told the police 
the men had rowed the boat toward Frank- 
lin street and headed toward the North 
‘Branch. The only man that saw the bout in 
that vicinity is O. Anderson, a watchman 
employed by the Dunham Towing company. 
He saw a boat loaded with something and 
propelled -by two men with oars pass toward 
the North Branch about 8 o'clock.

GRAND JURY SEES 
PERIL IN GAMING. 


Lacks Time, However, to In 
vestigate Thoroughly and 
Act on Subject. 


REPORTS AND ADJOURNS, 


Suggests That the Length of Seg- 
sions Be Increased to 
‘Three Weeks. 


SEEKS EVIDENCE IN VAIN, 


The grand jury adjourned late yesterday 
afternoon after reporting to Judge Holdom 
that the prevalence of gambling threatened 
the fair fame of the city and was a menace 
to the home. It reported that police officials 
professed ignorance of these conditions. The 
report recommends that grand juries be 
given three weeks’ terms instead of two.

LONDON JURY’S QUEER VERDICT 


Strong Alibi Disregarded and Man 
Charged with Murdering Wife 
Is Convicted. 


(Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune.] 
LONDON, March 2.—A murder case, which 
has been the most discussed topic of the 
week, was concluded tonight in the Old 
Bailey. 
The body of a woman who had been lodg- 
ing in Yarmouth under.the name of Hood was 
found on-the beach on the morning of Sept. 
23. . She had begn strangled to death with one 
of her boot laces. The police established her 
identity as the wife,of qa man named Ben- 
nett, who was.employed at the arsenal and 
lived in Woolwich... After his arrest it was 
discovered that Bennett had separated from 
his wife some months before and had be- 
come engaged to a girl to whom, on the day 
after the murder, he presented articles of 
dress and jewelry belonging to-his wife. It 
was also stated that on the same day he ar- 
ranged to marry the girl at Christmas. 
| Witnesses swore that they had seen Ben- 
nett and his wife together in Yarmouth on 
the night of Sept. 22, the day before the mur- 
der, and the servants of the hotel identified 
him as a man who had slept there on that 
night. Furthermore, his wife's watch and 
chain were discovered in Bennett’s lodgings. 
Up to yesterday this and all the other evi- 
dence was dead against Bennett. Yesterday, 
however, his counsel sprung a surprise on the 
prosecution. A respectable merchant came 
forward and identified Bennett as a man with 
whom he had had an hour’s conversation 
near Eltham on Sept. 22. They met acci- 
dentally, and afterward had a social drink 
together at the inn in thetown. This would 
make it impossible for Bennett to be in Yar- 
mouth on the night of the murder. This mer- 
chant described accurately how Bennett was 
dressed, the name he gave, which was his 
own, and the story of his life as the prisoner 
had told it in the witness box. 

A second volunteer witness came forward 
who swore that a man whose hands and 
face were scratched and with one of his boot- 
laces missing had rushed into his shop at 
Lowestoft on Sept. 24 and demanded a copy 
of the newspaper with an account of the 
murder. The man was so agitated he was 
unable to find the story in the paper until it 
was pointed out to him. This shopkeeper in- 
formed the police of these facts. 

The alibi put forward by the merchant 
seemed incontestable. He proved the date 
and the time of meeting with Bennett beyond 
any doubt. The jury, however, disregarded 
all this evidence entirely and returned a ver- 


dict of guilty. 


DEATH DUTY PLAN IN FRANCE. 


Measure Approved by Chamber Likely 
to Be Defeated by Senate as 
Being Too Extreme. 


[Special Cable to The Chicago Tribune. ] 
PARIS, March 2.—It is believed that. the 
Senate will reject the death duties to which 
the Chamber by a large vote has committed 
itself. This anti-millionaire bill, as it is 
called, is socialistic to the verge of anarch- 
ism, transcending anything ever accepted 
by any representaive legislative body. 

The scale of taxes of bequests under 200,000 


of a mililon francs the tax is from 2% to 18% 
per cent, according to relationship, while a 
bequest of 5,000,000 francs might be taxed 50 
per cent.

Anarchist Peroni, Who Committed Sui- 
kp cide in Rome, Confessed De- 
tails of Plot.

named Peroni committed suicide last week 
in Rome.

Among other things he said 
that he had been selected by lot at Mar- 
seilles to kill King Victor Emmanuel of 
Italy. On arriving in Rome his nerve failed 
him and he killed himself by opening his 
veins.

The mercantile community has been ap- 
palled by the magnitude of the American 
steel combination, headed by J. Pierpont 
Morgan. The enormous mass of capital 
under single control has created the impres- 


sion in the iron trade and in general busi- 
ness circles that Americam competition is 
far more serious than German rivalry. The 
phrase “‘made in Germany” {s no longer 
regarded as a menace to the prosperity of 
British industries, since experience has 
shown that, while the fatherland has been 
converted from an agricultural into a manu- 
facturing and mercantile country, there are 
constant checks upon its industrial progress, 
since overtrading causes depression, and 
there are recurrent crises and stagnant 
periods. The truth is perceived that im- 
mense masses of capital cannot be concen- 
tratea «hn Germany as in the United States 
for cheapening all processes of production 
and distribution. The United States steel 
corporation is frankly described in financial 
journals like the Statist as the “‘ biggest in- 
dustrial monopoly ever known ” and as capa- 
ble of making at a lower price cost as much 
steel as all the steel manufacturers of Great 
Britain put together. It is easy for moral- 
ists to add that in the strength of this 
monopoly lies its weaknéss, since there will 
be an inevitable conflict with organized 
labor, but the process of extracting sun- 
beams from cucumbersis never exhilarating, 
even when the sentimental Spectator con- 
cedes that before long more than half the 
world’s steel production will “be controlled 
by the Morgan trust, yet argues that the 
monopolists will not hold English fron- 
mongers by the throat, but will do them good 
rather than harm by teaching them how to 
be scientific in business. 


Two Discoveries of Talent. 


There have been two discovertes of original 
talent this week. One is the disclosure that 
Scotland has bred an eminent astronomer in 
Dr. T. D. Anderson, whose discovery of the 
star in Perseus has profoundly interested the 
scientific world. Strangely enough, this 
Star-gazer, who sees a remote world blazing 
up, forming and reforming, was once a 
Scotch minister, who from defective eye- 
sight was forced to abandon the pulpit. 

The other discovery is that the bar has in 
Marshall Hall an eminent lawyer, capable of 
planning surprises in a sensational murder 
case, and conducting a remarkable defense 
under desperate conditions. The Bennett 
wife murder case was written up in a most 
sensational way by papers like the Evening 
News, and the impression was created that 
his conviction was a foregone conclusion. 
Marshall Hall, who bears some resemblance 
in face to Forbes Robertson, produced unex- 
pectedly strong testimony in the nature of an 
alibi, and also impaired the force of the chief 
link in the circumstantial evidence against 
the prisoner, which was his wife’s watch- 
chain found upon him when he wasarrested. 
The last point involved the introduction of 
expert testimony respecting the identity of 
chains, rope and link pattern, if thrown out 
of focus by the movement of breathing when 
worn and photographed. Marshall Hall has 
thundered away against the Americanization 
of the English press by the employment of 
ghouls to write down and convict suspected 
murderers. This has become the favorite 
English method of emphasizing any form of 
denunciation. When anything is called 
“truly American,” the last word is spoken 
and there cannot be a further access of em- 
phasis. It involves, however, scant justice 
to Harmsworth’s characteristic enterprise 
in English journalism, even if any stick be 
good enough to beat a yellow dog.

REGRET TREATY IS NOT SIGNED. 


French Authorities Wonder at Delay of 
United States Senate in Ratifying 
Extradition Measure.

PARIS, March 2.—General regret is ex- 
pressed here*that the American Senate has 
not ratified at the present session the ex- 
tradition treaty which was drafted when 
Whitelaw Reid was the American Ambassa- 
dor. Experts considered this treaty, which 
was drawn up by the American Embassy in 
conjunction with the French Foreign office, 
the most perfect extradition treaty ever 
drafted. When it was’forwarded to Wash- 
ington the Senate incorporated several 
amendments, which were finally accepted by 
France, and the document was returned to 
Washington for ratification. Nothing has 
been heard of it since. The regret is in- 
creased by the fact that the present treaty, 
which dates from 1856, is antiquated and in- 
efficient.

Is it wholly a lie} then? I am inclined to 
think not. As far.as the surrender goes it 
is pure untruth, but there may be a founda- 
tion for the story in the resumption of nego- 
tiations with the Boer leader by Lord Kitch- 
ener. ‘Phis is the theory prevalent today, 
and support for it is found both in some mys- 
terious words.of Secretary Brodrick about 
better terms than could have been looked for 
being offered the fighting burghers, as well 
as in the fact, no longer concealed, that Lord 
Kitchener has once more failed, and failed 
lamentably. 


Lord Kitchener a Failure. 
I have never believed much in this man’s 
capacity as a fighting General, and think he 
has been rather cruelly used by fate.

Rejane has been 
teft without a new play, while her husband 
jand manager, Posel, has uselessly spent 
qnore than $20,000 to mount “ Decadence,” 
to say nothing of the artists engaged to.play 
the various roles. 
The plot of ‘‘ Decadence” is daring and 
‘the scenes vivid. The Duke de Barfleur, the 
hero of the play, is a member of the old 
gristocracy without a penny to uphold his 
‘yank, obliged to live from day to day as 
lhe can, borrowing here and there. He hag 
daughter, Jeannine (Mme. Rejane’s char- 
acter), whom Nathan Stroman, the son of

Striking Case of French Justice. 
Some idea of the deplorable condition of the 
magistrature of France ‘may be gathered 
from the following incident, which has 
aroused universal indignation.

The trial has just come off and the woman 
sentenced without defense to a heavy fine, 
which, as she cannot pay, forces her to re- 
turn to prison. Some prominent Americans 
have taken the matter up and will provide 
the Woman with work as soon as she comes 
out of prison.

‘LEO SEES DANGER TO FRANCE 


Pope Declares the Republic Is Actually 
Menaced by Grave Ca- 
lamity. 


ROME,, March 2.—During the reception 
upon the occasion of the anniversary of the 
birth and the coronation of the Pope, his 
Holiness todd@y made an address, in. the 
course of which he said: 

“It is one of God's acts and benevolence 
that, enfeebled by age and fatigues, we do 
not succumb amidst difficulties which still 
come to place obstacles before the free exer- 
cise of action by the church. Impudence, 
calumny, ‘and other iniquitous means are 
exercised freely against the church, which 
aims only at the good of humanity.” 

After explaining the situation of civiliza- 
tion he eulogized those who had acquired 
importance in the propagation of Christian 


civilization. 


Sees Danger to France. 
‘By such importance Catholic France,’’ 
said the Pope, ‘is more than ever rich and 
justly proud. However, she is actually men- 
aced on this account by grave dangers. This, 
indeed, might be a misfortune anda calamity 
to the interests of religion and the country 
if the tempest which threatens to disperse 
such serious efforts and stch fine hopes does 
not turn aside.”’ 
The Pope invoked the aid of God to this 
end. He accused especially the evil sects 
which are unanimous in combating Catholic 
institutions in order finally to destroy them, 
if that is. possible. He does not, however, 
fear for the church, which is strong in 
divine promises, and even draws therefrom 
a virtue and a new glory. 
His Holiness eulogized Catholics in the 
entire world who are tractable, reverencing 
the church. His chief’regret was the blind- 
ness of certain men, and he asked with bit- 
terness what would become of future opera- 
tions@f inspired by such principles, which are 
a bad omen.

Provincial Government Spreads. 

BALANGA, Province of Bataan, P. I., 
March 3.—Provincial government has been 
established in the last province of Brigadier 
General F. D. Grant's district. 

General Grant today said he could not at 
present recommend the organization of civil 
governments in either Bulucan or Bataan 
Provinces. The Province of Pampanga, 
however, as recommended by General Mac- 
Arthur, he considered ripe for civil rule.

CANADA 70 FIGHT TRUSTS 


PARLIAMENT CONSIDERS QUES- 
‘TION OF AMERICAN COMBINES. 


With Morgan Syndicate Controlling 
Iron and Coal in East, Hill and 
Reckefeller Owning or Seeking to 
Pessess Crow’s Nest Country and 
Railroads, Lawmakers Are Alarmed 
and May Put Through Government 
Ownership Measures. 


Ottawa, Ont., March 1.—[Special Corre- 
spondence.}—The Parliament of Canada will 
be engaged until the end of the session in the 
consideration of three of the largest measures 
ever presented for its consideration since the 


scheme. James J. Hill, F. H. Clergue, and 
other promoters engaged in securing charters 
‘will superintend operations here. These 
measures are the Crow’s Nest Pass coal and 
railway project, the Canadian Lloyds bill, and 
the scheme intended to complete a new trans- 
continental route practically under govern- 
ment control and partially under government 
ownership. 

A hard problem which must be faced is the 
acquisition by American capitalists of 
the control of Canada’s greatest in- 
dustries. It is computed that the pass- 
ing of the Sydney (Capg Breton) steel and 
coal interestg into the hands of the Amer- 
ican steel syndicate means in effect that the 
Canadian treasury will be called upon to pay 
direct tribute to the syndicate to the extent 
of $15,000,000 a year under. the bounty law. 
The bounty expires in 1908, and if the trust 
can put out 10,000,000 tons of manufactured 
product in that period it will cost the Cana- 
dian taxpayer $100,000,000 in cash. Canada 
would not only be paying dividends on the 
stock of the American trust but helping to 
kill the British steel industry in neutral mar- 
kets, as the Sydney product would be almost 
exclusively for export. ; 

If the Canadian government should stop 
the bounty, the syndicate could retaliate by 
cjosing down the Sydney works, and all the 
advantages Canada enjoys in the production 
of steel, amounting to a difference in favor 
of Sydney of a minimum of $2 per ton against 
Pittsburg, would be lost. 


Canada Industries Annexed. 


The situation is thus summed up: With 
the Morgan-Rockefeller trust controlling the 
iron and coal of the Atlantic seaboard, with 
Hill and Rockefeller controlling the coal of 
the Crow’s Nest Pass, with the same com- 
bination directing the Midland, the ‘‘ Soo,”’ 
and the Nanaimo, B* C., enterprises, the an- 
nexation of Canada’s industries will be prac- 
tically complete, and Canada henceforth a 
mere annex of the American syndicate. 

These subjects wfll come prominently to the 
front during the coming month, and indica- 
tions of the policy of the government are sure 
to be elicited by the discussions in the Rail- 
way and Private Bills committees of the 
House, where all such questions must be 


thoroughly sifted. 
Object to Duke of York’s Program. 


From one end of Canada to the other pro- 
tests have been heard against the proposed 
landing of the Duke and Duchess of York at 
Halifax. The program decided on by the 
imperial authorities contemplated a trip no 
farther west than Toronto. Their Royal 
Highnesses 
England without seeing new Canada, from 
Ontario through the prairie country and 
rockies and the Pacific. Sir Wilfrid Laurier 
urged the British government to arrange 
for the landing of their Royal Highnesses on 
the Pacific coast and a trip across the con- 
tinent through Canada, enabling them to pass 
through all provinces of the Dominion and 
stop on the way at the principal cities. All 
the large centers of population are already 
preparing for the ducal progress and voting 
sums of money from $5,000 to $20,000 each 
for the fitting entertainment of their Royal 
Highnesses. The visit will be timed, if pos- 
sible, for the end of August or first week 
of September at the latest, the party proceed- 
ing to Newfoundland in October and return- 
ing thence to England. 


Frechette Explains Annexation Talk. 


Dr. Louls Frechette has ‘‘ explained ’’ his 
annexation interview at Buffalo. He said: 
“TIT have sworn allegiance to the Canadian 
constitution as a member of the House of 
Commons and later on as a public func- 
tionary, and thenceforth no more dutiful 
and loyal subject than myself has been liv- 
ing under the British flag.’’ 

He admits ** there is no talk of annexation 
in Canada as a political question,’’ but adds: 
‘*It still seems to me that asa natural con- 
sequence of our commercial interests and 
geographical position it will be the destiny 
of this whole northern continent to rally 
under one flag.’’ 

That was the expression he used at Buffalo, 
and when he was asked ‘*‘ What flag?’ he 
promptly answered: ‘‘ The Stars and Stripes, 
of course.’’ He claims to have gone on to 
explain to his Buffalo interviewers that “ no 
matter what may be the personal opinion 
of private individuals, our people at large do 
not at all contemplate or desire any change 
of régime. We are just as happy and free 
as could be, and if we have unquestionable 
sympathy for our American neighbors we 
-entertainm no less affection for our country- 
men of British origin. They show us a 
spirit of Nberalism which my French. coun- 
trymen never fail to acknowledge when they 
have an opportunity to do so.”’ 

Gloss it over as he may, the fact remains 
that Dr. Frechette in his Buffalo interview 
voiced the aspirations of a large and grow- 
ing body of his own compatriots when he 
declared them to be for a transfer of alle- 
giance to the gerat republic:and a future 
under the Stars and Stripes.

People’s Corporation Fails to 


Submit. Figures for 
Lighting of the City. 


MAKES GOUD A THREAT. 


New System Now Being Tried on 
Dearborn Avenue Can 
~ Be Installed. 


POSITION MADE FOR STIBLE. 


When bids for street lighting were opened 
yesterday by City Electrician Ellicott no 
offer from the People’s Gaslight and Coke 
éeompany, the only company at present with 
facilities to furnish the service, was found. 
The company partially has made good the 
threat not to enter into new contracts with 
the city on account of the hastile attitude of 
the Council. What further action will be 
taken has not been decided. | 

The dependency of the city upon the com- 
pany for gas lighting service is not so com- 
plete as it was a few months ago. There will 
be no streets left unlighted on account of the 
failure of the company to renew its bid, but 
the inconvenience which would result from 

.a cutting off of the service is sufficient reason 
for endeavoring to reach a compromise. 

As a price for renewing the contract with 
the city and granting the 3% per cent rebate 
on the gross receipts of the company it may 
demand that all measures which the city has 
under way in the Council and before the 
Legislature which are attacks upon it be 
dropped. Corporation Counsel Walker has 
under preparation a bill of discovery which 
is to be filed to ascertain the character of the 
transaction by which the Ogden Gas com- 
pany was affiliated with the People’s com- 


Pore 4s also a bill before the Legislature 
in which the city asks the authority to regu- 
late the price of gas, and the Council has 
passed an ordinance limiting the rate to 15 
cents 2 thousand cubic feet. How many con- 
cessions the company could obtain by using 
the street lighting contract as a club are not 
estimated, but it is expected that the atti- 
tude of the city may be changed.

The only communication from the People’s 
Gas company was a letter stating that Presi- 
dent Knapp was absent from the city and 
that the officials had been unable to consult 
him. For this reason it was said that no 
bid could be made. If thecity wishes to treat 
further wit the company the present bids 
will have to be rejected and the contract re- 
advertised. No decision has been reached. 


Can Put in New System. 

The city is not helpless in the matter. A 
new system of gasoline lighting, which has 
Been tested successfully in Dearborn avenue, 
can be substituted for gas lamps in all parts 
of the city before the present contract ex- 
pires in April. Several results not advan- 
tageous to the gas company would follow a 


‘severance of relations between it and the 


city. The gas consolidation act probably 
would be attacked immediately. A bill for 
this purpose was prepared several years ago 
and has been held back by City Attorney 
Ryan. 

Both the city and the company have some- 
thing to lose in war. The rebates obtained 
from the gas company almost pay for the 

nted gas lights, and the immunity which 
the company has purchased at this price has 
been considered worth it. 


While the city contract has not been re- 


munerative to the company in receipts, it 
has given it a political power. It has enabled 
the company to place a large patronage at 
the disposal of politicians whom it needed. 
The force of men employed in tending to 
street lights has enabled the company to find 
“jobs "’ for the constituents of political lead- 
ers. The new system, which can be installed 
as a substitute for gas lamps, can be op- 


ye erated at three-fifths of the cost of the pres- 


ent lamps and give the same service. 

“Tf the People’s company will not bid for 
the street contract ,then some other way of 
Vighting will have to be found,” said Mayor 
Harrison. “ This is the only company that 
can furnish gas. If any further dealings are 


" to be had with the company the contract will 


have to be readvertised.

Chicago, Feb.424.—{Editor of The Tribune. ]—I 
notice in today’s issue of your paper that a meet- 
ing of educators is to be held here during the week 
for the purpose of discussing varioas topics perti- 
nent to their calling. I therefore deem it an op- 
portune time for advancing an idea more especially 
for the consideration of the Chicago Board of Ed- 
ucation. The idea involves a proposition which 
if voted on by the parents of school children would 
undoubtedly carry by a handsome majority. The 
proposition is to the effect that the public schools 
hold sessions from 9 to 11:30 on Saturday mornings 
during the months of November, December, Jan- 
uary, February, and rch, excepting such weeks 
as a holiday may fall on either Fyiday or Satur- 
day. These months constitute a season less 
suitable for beneficial out of doors recreation, hence 


study. In so far as Chicago is concerned the 
three annual. vacations, with the addition of the 
legal holidays, make the school year rather short. 
The extra sessions gained by the arrangement 
would certainly be of considerable benefit to the 
pupils, and it is difficult to see that they would be 
harmed in any way in view of the fact that the 
hours of the present school days are not protracted. 
In fact, the afternoon sessions are quite short. 
It will be observed that the arrangement does not 
contemplate any interference with the entire Sat- 
urday holiday during tBe pleasant weather months 
of April, May, June, September,- and October. 
Teachers should not regard the matter as entailing 
any great hardship on them. I respectfully sub- 
mit that viewed from any standpoint the proposi- 
tion is not irrational. The added expense would 
not be great, but, I presume, it is too late to do 
anything in this line this year, even if the board 
were so disposed. However, theré are other years 
coming.

GIVES DETAILS 
OF STEEL DEAL 


Formal Announcement 
of the Terms. 


Money Conditions Not Affected 
and Bank Statement Is a 
Favorable One. 


MARKET REVIEW OF WEEK. 


[BY E. W. HARDEN.] 
New York, March 2.—[{Special.]—J. P. Mor- 
gan & Co. today gave out the terms under 
which the steel combination is to be effected. 
The most important features of the circular 
are the issues of stock and bonds, regarding 
which there has been much speculation, and 
the amount of new stock to be exchanged for 
the present issues, which is in accordance 
with the announcement made by Mr. Morgan 
earlier in the week. The deposit of securities 
for exchange must be made by March 20. 
J. P. Morgan & Co. sign as syndicate man- 
agers, and the circular announces that the 
syndicate which has been formed comprises 
leading financial: interests throughout the 
United States and Europe, which has sub- 
scribed $200,000,000 to furnish the support 
needed for the carrying out of the plans in- 
cluded in the terms of the circular. 
The syndicate has already arranged for 
acquiring practically all of the bonds and 
stock of the Carnegie company, including Mr. 
Carnegie’s holdings. 
The formal announcement made by Mr. 
Morgan late this afternoon contains no great 
surprises. It had been the generuiiy accepted 
belief that the company would have an issue 
of $400,000,000 of preferred stock and $460,- 
000,000, of common stock, with a bond issue 
of $300,000,000. The amount the company 
will have is increased by $50,000,000 in stock 
and $4,000,000 in bonds. 


Moore Gets Best Terms. 


It would appear from statements made by 
persons interested that the combination of 
steel companies, now practically assured, was 
not effected without some differences in the 
early negotiations. The Battery Park com- 
panies, which are known as the Moore com- 
panies, were taken in at figures proportion- 
ately higher than other concerns. William 
H. Moore, who is now a resident of New 
York, is the man who Is responsible for get- 
ting better terms from Mr. Morgan for his 
own companies than was accorded to the 
other companies to be absorbed. ~ 

Judge Moore had the advantage of being 
able to show Mr. Morgan that his companies 
were practically necessary to the success of 
the combination: He was not slow, after 
having made this demonstration, in making 
demands on behalf of himself and his asso- 
ciates. It is rather a curious thing that 
Wall street should consider the terms given 
to the Moore companies as being decidedly 
more advantageous than those given in the 
case of National Tube, which is distinctly a 
Morgan property. 


May Be a Long Delay. 


It is not believed there can be any actual 


consolidation of the steel interests for some 


time. Numerous legal obstacles will have 
to be overcome. The plans for consolidation 
have progressed to a point, however, which 
practically insures the completion of the 
deal along the lines announced. It makes 
little difference, however, whether the actual 
consolidation is effected in°two weeks or 
two months. The present corporations will 
be taken over as working companies and 
profits which accrue in the meantime will be 
applied either to stock dividends on present 
issues or on the new stock issues. 


. Money Rates Not Affected. 


So far monetary conditions have not been 
affected by the deal. Money is still being 
offered freely at 2 per cent, which has béen 
the ruling rate on call loans during the week. 
Bankers still predict higher rates for money, 
but there is no probability of the increase 
coming immediately. This week’s bank 
| staement showed only a moderate increase in 


‘loans, surplus reserves increasing at the 


same time. There was also a gain in cash 
holdings, although it amounted to only a lit- 
tle more than $1,000,000. The underwriting 
syndicate which is to assist in the carrying 
through the steel deal has not yet been called 
upon to make any payments on account of 
their subscriptions. 


Railroad Stocks Active. 


In a measure the railroad issues took the 
Place in speculative interest of the steel 
stocks .during the week. There has been 
considerable activity, particularly in the 
southwestern group of roads, where a deal 
is pending. In addition to this there is con- 
templated some further combination in the 
Eastern and Southern field of considerable 
magnitude.

_ Judge Kohlsaat in the United States District 
Gourt has sustained the action of a jury which re- 
cently gave a verdict in favor of the ‘** pony ex- 
press ’’ system and against the United States Ex- 
press company and the Chicago, Milwaukee and St. 
Paul railroad company. Joseph H. Lund, a pur- 
chasing agent of Elgin, aroused the opposition of 
the express companies by carrying on passenger 
trains goods purchased for clients. He was ar- 
rested, and brought suit against the companies.

Mutual Benefit Society Formed by IIlli- 
nois Steel Company for Education 
and Improvement of lis Men Goes 
Into Consolidation with the Rest 
of the Big Institution—Employes 
and Children Benefited by Work 


Done./ 


Among the properties which will pass to 
the great steel combine which absorbs the 
Federal Steel company, of which the Illinois 
Steel company is a part, will be the Steel 
Works club in Joliet. The officials of the 
mew combine will find nothing like it at any 
ot.the great steel mills which they will take 
over im the consolidation. In many respects 
there is nothing like the Steel Works club 
anywhere in the world. In all the attempts 
of employing corporations te care for their 
men in a social and educational way, it is 
conceded this club has achieved the best 
meed of-success, probably due to the fact 

_ that it was made theoretically independent 
the corporation. 

"} The Steel Works club had its inception in 
he management of the Illinois Steel com- 
pany a dozea years ago. The aim of the offi- 
cials was to provide the men with a club 

conducted on the lines of the regulation so- 
cial organizations. The building was locajed 

wmong the residences of the employés. 

With the library and equipment the ‘build- 
ing cost $60,000. Its dedication, or, rather, 
Opening, on Dee. 21, 1889, was made a gala 
day in Joliet.. O. W. Potter, then the ghair- 
ynan of the Board of Directors of the I\linois 
Steel company, presided. ‘Speeches were 

' made by W. R. Stirling, First Vice President 
of the company, who was credited with the 

conception of the project, and other officials. 


Development of the Club. 


The employés of the Yoliet mills were en- 
thusiastic, and for months they throngéd the 
clubrooms, exercised in the gymnasium, 
played billiards, took baths, and read the 
books. As a club, pure and simple, it was 
considered one of the most complete institu- 
tons in Iilincis outside of Chicago, arid the 
officials of the company ‘were led to believe 
that their expenditures had been well made. 

After the novelty was,over. the employés 
began dropping away, and the lack of inter- 
est became so pronounced that three ‘years 
ago the Illinois Steel company was on the 
point of closing the club, not on the ground 

| of economy, but because it séemed that the 
$10,000 a year of the company’s money going 
into its support was being thrown away. a 

But the company did not close the club, and 
the appropriations continued. Its field was 
Widened to include more educational and 
social feat#es. About eighteen months ago 
FP. M. Savage was made superintendent, and 
With his advent came new ideas, and the 
club was never in a more prosperous condi-

On an average about fifty members 
attend the fortnightly discussions in smok- 
ers’ conference. Many come to the confer- 
ence and go to the mills to work at the end 
of the debate. It is estimated that about 150 
people visit the clubrooms during the day, 
not counting the average attendance of 500 
at the entertainments. Dances are frequent- 
ly given in the large hall, and some 200 or 
300 people attend them.

Some of the Disadvantages. 

_ The club, from its inception, has labored 
under the disadvantage of the system of 
continuous work at the mills. The force is 
divided into three shifts of eight hours each, 
the mew changing from one shift to another 
ut stated intervals. Consequently at any 
one time a third of its members are at work, 
another third are sleeping or‘ resting, and 
only the remaining third can take part in 
ae and educational features at the 
club. 

There are at present about 2,500 employés 
in the Joliet steel works. Of these about 
900 are members of the club. For the ab- 
sence of the remaining 1,600 Superintendent 
Savage estimates that 10 per cent belong 
to other clubs and find elsewhere amuse- 
ment that is more to their taste. Twenty 
per cent live so far away from the club 
that they’ cannot avail themselves of its 
privileges, and 20 per cent more are com- 


posed of a class of foreigners who do un-} 
| skilled labor and who would find little con- 


genial at the club. Another 10 per cent have 
so short a stay at the works that they are 
mere birds of passage, while still another 10 
per cent may not approve of the club. It 
might be supposed that Saturday would be 
the big day at the club, but it is not, owing 
to a general inclination on the part of Joliet 
people to go shopping down-town that night. 
On Sundays the club is closed except fora 
few hours in the morning and afternoon. 


Club Practically Free. 

The aim of the company in building the 
club was to make it practically free to every 
employé. It since has been realized that the 
American workingman resents getting some- 
thing for nothing when it looks like charity, 
and the dues are now $2 per year. Employés 
of the mill, on presentation of cards showing 
that they are on the pay roll, are eligible to 
membership. 

During the winter the club has supplied 
members with hard coal at $1 below the 
market price, and soft coal 85 cents below, 
and as the saving thus affected amounts to 
more than the dues, the club practically costs 
nothing to the members. On the other hand, 
the Illinois Steel company pays $10,000 for 
the club’s support. Taking into account the 
interest on the money, the company has in- 
vested nearly $200,000 in the club since the 
corner stone was laid twelve years ago. And 
for all this it is said that the Illinois Steel 
company receives nothing in return. 

Henry George asserted that employers 
look after the welfare of employés for the 
same reason that the stockman cares for 
his cattle—in order to obtain a greater 
amount of labor in their service. On any 
such premise the Illinois Steel company has 
lost a large sum of money in Joliet. Itis not 
claimed by the most enthusiastic admirer of 
the club that the company had received any 
direct pecuniary gain for its large expendi- 
ture. It is admitted that the members of 
the unions in the mills woud! not be deterred 
from striking by their membership in the 
club. Perhaps when labor was scare men 
preferred to work at the steel mills instead 
of other factories in Joliet on account of the 
benefits to be derived from the club, but this 
was said to be a shadowy benefit. It is held 
to be possible that by keeping employés 
away from saloons the club has done some 
good for the company in saving the men 
from the demoralization of liquor. 


Makes Better Workmen. 

wever, in the education of the children 
Pio yahtoe men who in time will take their 
places in the mills, it is said by those con- 
cerned that the company is being repaid. 
Already young men who received their first 
encouragement at the club have taken im- 
portant positions in the mills. Even when 
the advantages of this sort are not so well 
marked, the company gets a return by the 
broadening influences which the club has 
thrown around its employés, particularly the 
younger men. In competition with the mills 
and factories of Europe, the most pronounced 
advantage American manufacturers have is 
in the higher intelligence of their workmen. 
They pay higher wages than is paid anywhere 
else in the world, and yet are able to produce 
more iron and steel from the same amount 
of money paid to labor than is possible else- 
where. In this direction the Steel Works 
club has paid fair returns on the $200,000 
its existence now represents on the books of 
the Illinois Steel company. The chief trou- 
ble is that these benefits are of a most in- 
tangible nature, — the $200,000 expended

He Succeeds H. M. Brinkerhoff, Repre- 
sentative of the Metropolitan, in the 
_ Union Elevated Company. 


Thomas F.. Ryan of New York was elected 
a dfrector of the Union Elevated road (loop) 
at a meeting of the board yesterday. Hesuc- 
ceeds H. M. Brinkerhoff, who was one of the 
two representatives of the Metropolitan Ele- 
vated on the board. Mr. Ryan personally 
has been a stockholder of the Union Loop for 
some time, and with Mr. Yerkes controlled 
the property until the sale of the latter’s hold- 
ings last week. Mr. Ryan is a prominent 
member of the Whitney-Widener-Elkins syn- 
dicate, which controls the Union Traction 
company, and helped the purchase of Mr. 
Yerkes’ interests. 

The Union Traction, Northwestern, and 
Lake Street Elevated roads and the Union 
Loop are now closely connected through com- 
munity of ownerghip. All three roads are 
identified now th the Union Loop. It is 
estimated that 80 per cent of the loop stock 
is held by the New York Metropolitan crowd 
and the syndicate which bought Mr. Yerkes’ 
holdings. 

The other directors of the loop are: John 
J. Mitchell, Clarence Buckingham, Dickinson 
MacAllister, and J. B. Dennis. 


GIVES ENCAMPMENT EXPENSE. 


W. H. Harper, Chairman of the Finance 
Committee, Reports Receipts 
and Expenses. 


The Finance committee report of the last 
national encampment of the Grand. Army 
of the Republic has just been issued by the 
chairman, William H. Harper. The report 
reviews the work of the committee since its 
organization in 1899. A comparison with the 
total expenses incurred in other cities is 
given, showing that the Chicago committee 
was economical in the use of the funds. The

DEATH OF SAMMY HARRIS. 


WELL-ENOWN FEATHERWEIGHT 
BOXER EXPIRES SUDDENLY. 


Brother of Harry Harris, Who Is Now 
in England, Matched to Fight Ped- 
lar Palmer, Succumbs to an Attack 
of Cold Which Settles on His Kid- 
neys—Was One of the Most Skillful 
Boxers in the Country—Victory 
Over Casper Leon Gives Him Fame, 


Sammy Harris, twin brother to Harry Har- 
ris, well known in boxing circles, died of 
kidney troubles at the home of his parents, 
188 East Fortieth street, at 10 o’clock yes- 
terday morning. Sammy contracted a cold 
about ten days ago, but treated it lightly at 
the time. A few days later, however, it set- 
tled in his kidneys, which confined him to his 
bed. While his illness was not considered 
serious, he received the best of treatment, 
and three days ago was improving. On Fri- 
day he became worse, and the end unexpect- 
edly came yesterday morning. 

Sammy Harris was born in this city twen- 
ty-one years ago, and, like his brother, Har- 
ry, took up boxing in private when quite 
young. When Harry defeated a number of 
the best little local boxers with his straight 
and unerring left hand jab, Sammy, whose 
style was the exact counterpart of his broth- 
er’s, made a bid at pFofessional boxing, and 
soon became prominently known. His real 
advancement in the art came after his de- 
cisive victory over Casper,Leon at one of the 
C. A. A. athletic entertainments. Casper 
had a reputation as being one of the cleverest 
boxers in America, and was supposed to out- 
class Harris 50 to 1. The latter's manager

good chance and showed it by defeating 
Casper easily.

Overwhelming Victory for 
First Regiment Athletes 
at Milwaukee. 


Moloney and McLean Both Clip 
Time for High Hurdles in

Milwaukee, Wis., March 2.—[Special.})—

Walters Holds High Record. 

His total of 282 is the local record for 
competition, but was beaten three years ago 
by C. Walters of the Monarch team of Brook- 
lyn, who scored 298 in a league contest. 
Walters was one of the Brooklyn players who 
participated in the recent United States 
championships in Chicago. 

Christian Becker is about 40 years of age 

and has been a member of the Englewood 

and Eureka Bowling clubs since their forma- 
tion. He has been bowling five years and 

usually averages in the neighborhood of 165. 
‘He conducts a department store in Engle- 

wood, where he is widely known. 
His record was made on Broms 
leys, which are now being conducte 
V. Mueller, the President of the Englewood 
Mueller took charge of the alleys 
that night and before the game made a bet 
that the high score for the alleys would be 
broken within the next thirty days. As none 
of the other bowlers on the Englewood team 
performed well, Becker’s performance stands 
out all the more prominently. 

The Kinsley pin game, invented a few 
months ago, is steadily gaining in popularity 
and is now being played in Memphis, Omaha, 
Kansas City, Indianapolis, Detroit, Peoria, 
and the home of Mrs. Carrie Nation, Topeka, 
Kas. In Chicago it has a number of follow- 
ers, who contemplate starting a six-club 
league next season. 

It has found especial favor with 
and is certainly better adapted to the 
strength of the average woman than is the 
more ponderous game of ten pins. Of the 
many women bowlers that practice on local 
alleys there are few that can be said to have 
good control of the regulation ten-pin ball, 
while the smaller and lighter ball used in the 
Kinsley pin game can be used by them with- 
out @ great amount of effort. 

In figuring out the shape and size of the 
Kinsley pin George Thompson, the inventor, 
endeavored to model it so as to get the same 
kind of breaks as occur in regulation ten 
pins. Bowling small balls at regulation pins 
did not bring about the same results as the 
smaller ball struck the bell or lower side of 
the pin farther down. 


Details of Kinsley Game. 

The Kinsley pin is sixteen inches in height 
with a neck of eleven inches. The remain- 
ing five inches or bell is five and one-half 
inches through at its widest point, this point 
being two and one-half inches above the al- 
Jey when the pinis set up. As the ball used 
is five and one-half inches in circumference, it 
strikes the pin in relatively the same part as 
does the regulation ball the regular ten pin. 

‘The rules of the game are the same as those 
of ten pins with the exception that three 
balis are allowed to each frame. The high- 
est score yet made locall 
Crane, while G. P. Thom 
126 4-10 for ten games.

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LIGHT HARNESS GOSSIP 


M’HENRY’S STORIES OF ANACON- 
DA AS A RACE HORSE. 


Big Pacer Is a Willing Fighter and In- 
telligent, but Notional, and Wants 
a Driver Whe Understands Him and 
a Care-Taker Whom He Likes—Poor 
Decisions by Trotting Judges Are 
Frequent—Tale of a Horse with a 
Hoodoo Name. 


{BY T. WHITE.) 

“Iregard Anaconda as the cheapest horse 
sold at the New York auction,”’ said Myron 
McHenry, who gave the great pacer his mark 
of 2:02% last summer, “ as under proper con- 
ditions there is not a pacer in the country 
that has a sure thing of beating him. 

“On the day Anaconda went his 2:02% 


mile at Boston the track was not what you 


would call fast, yet he never paced an 
easier heat than the one which stands as his 
best record. Anaconda is a peculiar horse in 
more respects than one, and in warming up 
he would always give mea line as to whether 
or not he was on edge. In the Boston race 
he acted exactly as if he wanted to run away 
On a pace, and in the fast mile I never dida 
thing from wire to wire but sit still and say 
‘whoa’ to him. He went under the wire at 
the finish of the heat with all the energy.and 
speed that he displayed when he started. 
Wien I saw the time hung out I thought 
right away what a great mile Anaconde 
would have gone that day over the Cleveland 
track. He likes the footing there better 
than at any other place, and had the Boston 
race been paced at Cleveland I think the 
mile would certainly have been right around 
2:01. 

“But, as I said, Anaconda ts a notional 
horse, and an intelligent one—about the 
smartest I ever hud to do with. Ina racehe 


, Seemed to know just what you wanted of 
‘him, and how he would try to win! 
“ “wihen he was beaten (and he knew that as 


Even 


quick as the driver did) he would struggle 

ni try every time you asked himto. Ifyou 

led he tried, no matter if he wasdead. But 
you had to be on good terms with him--he 
was no mere racing machine that would 
gtand any sort of abuse and stil try. Some 
peopie’s way of taking hold of the reins 
Gidn’t suit him at all, and he would show it 
right away. A light hand was his notion, 
and anything else wasresented. In the mat- 
ter of training he was peculiar. He wanted 
to be kept strong and fresh, and hence any 
severe work between races would get him out 
of form. Another important point was that 
the groom having him in cherge should be 
to Anaconda’s liking. 


Particular About Care-Taker. 


“ No matter how capable a caretaker might | 


be, if he didn’t suit Anaconda the horse 
showed it and resented having the man 
around him. Last summer the boy that had 
him in charge made a great hit with Ana- 
conda. He would do anything for him and be 
cheerful all the time, and of his greatest 
pleasures was to have the boy mount him 
and the pair go off for a stroll, the horse 
taking whatever route he chose and nosing 
around in the grass until he was ready to go 
home. This plan of humoring the horse 
worked well and helped to make him always 
ready to try hard in a race. + 

“ And talking about intelligence, let me tell 
you what that horse did one night. He had 
gone a race that day, but in doing him up 
after it was over we did not notice anything 
out of the common. The boy always slept 
right in the stall with Anaconda, and in the 
middie of the night the horse nosed around 
the boy until he woke himup. Then he stood 
looking at him with one hind leg held up, 
saying just as plain as it could have been 
told in words that he was in trouble and 
wanted help. The groom looked at the foot 
and found that—probably by striking on a 
stone while going at top speed—the wall of 
the foot had been split away in one place 
and that inflammation and high fever had 


/~ pet in. He cleansed the foot, prepared a hot 


poultice and put it on, and then the horse lay 
Gown as quictly as you please and took his 
rest. 

“ Gayton was a well sold horse at $9,000. 
His races last year with Dare Devil, Charley 
Herr, and that sort of trotters were hard 
ones. It about took the life of both horse and 
Griver to win one heat, let alone a race, and I 
always felt it was a job of making the poor- 
est horse win when I did it. Gayton was 
great for what he could do, but Dare Devil 
was a higher class horse. 


Gayton’s Good Performance. 


-*"T remember after the Cleveland race be- 
~ Pween the two, when I had won the necessary 
two heats by an eyelash, Tom Keating said 
to me: ‘Well, you ought to beat Dare Devil 
right along now.’ I asked why, and he re- 
lied: ‘ Why, You beat himtoday.’ ‘ We did,’ 
angwered, ‘but don’t you ever believe that 
Gayton can trot that sort of race, or that I 
ean drive it, even if he can trot it, more than 
once or twice in a season.’ 

“ Anaconda was the boy to give thém a 
battle,”’ continued McHenry, reverting to his 
favorite. ‘I shall never forget the first time 
we hooked up with the Hamlin mare, Lady 
of the Manor. It was just after she had got 
the record for pacing mares, a trifie better 
than 2.05, and the Hamlin people got it into 
their heads that she could beat Anaconda. 
It was a great betting race, for Geers had the 
Sever, too, and that meantalot. You know 
how the Lady ‘had been winning her races by 
coming from behind with a grand flourish 


\ and cutting down her opponent in the home- 


Stretch... I was off in the lead with Anaconda, 
and about the time the mare was due to make 
her brush I thought to myself that she would 
Sample a different brand of goods that trip. 
And she did. She got to Anaconda’s wheel, 
and, to be frank, she hung a little longer than 
I thought she would, hut the way Anaconda 
dug out for the wire when he found her along- 
side of him was atight. He won the heat in 
2:08%, and he took the tuck out of that mare 
so that in the next heat she would not gtrike 
@ real square pace, and I co#ld have shut her 
out, Roan Wilkes beating her for the place. 
“I hope Anaconda's new driver does well 
with him, for he is a brave, honest horse; but 


he will have to get the combination just right 


if he does.’’ 


Poor Decisions Plentifal. 

“There are certainly a good many weird 
fecisions on trotting tracks during each sea- 
son,’ said a member of the Hot Stoveclubat 
Dick McMahon'sibarn—‘“ far more than with 
the runners, where the judges are practical 
men. We haveall known for years that there 
are too many ‘ Colonels,’ and ‘ State’s Attor- 
neys,’ and ‘prominent merchants’ helping 
to decide away a lot of trotting-horse money 
every summer, but at that I don’t know as

the practical horsemen do much better when 
they get a hack at the business.” 

“They do worse,’ said W. W. Van Zant, 
who knows all the angles ofthegame. “ One 
year at Galesburg, where C. W. Williams, M. 
E. McHenry, and another professional horse- 
man were doing the judging act one day, I 
started a mare that was really not in order 
to go for the money, and in consequence 
would go several other gaits besides a trot 
with little provocation. We had scuffed 
along all the afternoon the best we could, 
and in the last heat my mare acted so badly 
in scoring that finally the judges told me 
I would have to take care of myself. When 
the word was finally given, my mare—it was 
a trotting race—went away on the squarest 
pace you ever saw. After keeping to this 
gait around the turn a piece she made a break 
and then ran about a quarter ofamile. Fi- 
nally she struck a trot, and in the home- 
stretch I managed to get up to a horse that 
J. B. Chandler was driving, and beat him out 
by an eyebrow. I never had the slightest no- 
tion that I would get the place over Chandler, 
and neither did he, but as we jogged back 
past the stand he thought it just as well to 
call the attention of the judges to the fact 
that his horse had performed at the proper 
gait all the way, while mine had trotted, 
paced, and run. Well, sir, I'll be blamed if 
those three top jocks standing up in the box 
and judging that race didn’t give me the 
place. Of course, they couldn't have seen 
what went on, for they knew the rules well 
enough, but the incident convinced me that 
professionals are not necessarily as close ob- 
servers of a horse race as are ordinary citi- 
zens.”’ 


Two Notable Instances, 


“It's an even break who deals out the 
injustice,’’ said another man. “ See what 
the Lexington judges did in that Boralma 
case last fall. Lawson's horse dug across 
the track the instant the word was given in 
the first heat, plumb in front of the others, 
and of course there had to be a mixup. Bay 
Star fell down. Boralma was caught In the 
wreck, but not injured, and yet he was al- 
lowed to start again. All bets, both on the 
heat and on the race, stood. That decision 
made another queer angle to it. By allowing 
Boralma to start again the judge virtually 
decided that the collision was an unavoida- 
ble one and not the fault of Boralma. The 
men who backed him for the race were 
thereby given another chance to win their 
money, and they did win it, whereas the men 
who backed Boralma for the heat lost what- 
ever they put up. I have never heard a 
man who saw the race say that he thought 
the collision was due to anything but the 
way Boralma was driven, and yet the horses 
that suffered were Bay Star, who was made 
lame, and Lord Derby—the latter because 
Geers had to almost break him in two to 
avoid the wreck, and then was obliged to 
drive him a terrific three-quarters to beat 
the flag, so much ground had he lost”’ 

“‘ A friend of mine came near having hydro- 


._ phobia at Dubuque one hot day last sum- 


mer,’’ said McMahon, “ over a decision that 
was spilled out of the judges’ stand. Chan- 
dier was driving Joymaker in a race and 
winning in a walk. My man saw the horse 
couldn't lose and bet $100 to $30 on him for 
the third heat. It so happened that the 
driver of another horse in the race was scull- 
ing along so fast with his nag that a third 
animal, in whose driver Chandler had a 
friendly interest, was likely.to be distanced. 
This result woukin't help anybody, and so 
‘Chan’ yelled to his neighbor to ‘ take back 
that hoss,’ which the man at once did. 
Everybody on the grounds heard and saw 
the whole transaction, and the judges had 
to take some action. So they declared al] 
bets on the heat off, but allowed those made 
on the result of the raceto stand. This made 
my friend fail to win the $30 he had been 
figuring to collect when Joymaker walked ing 
but it kept him right on the griddle with 
about $90 that he had bet on the field against 
Joymaker before the race began.”’ 


Story of a Hoodoo Name. 

* There’s a heap of those hard luck stories 
harvested every season. I remember one 
that Jim Murphy and George Castle could 
tell you all about. It was this way: Mur- 
phy had a weanling colt by Pilot Medium 
some years ago—a nice, fat, healthy colt. 
Castle hunted up Murphy one day 
bought that weanling for $400. 

“Then his troubles began. He told his 
partner, George Middleton, about the colt, 
and wanted a name for Middleton, 
who used to be a circus man, had traveled 
in Austral and knew of a place there 
called Wooléomooloo. That was a corker to 
start a colt out with, but Castle was game 


and took a chance. When the time came to 


handle Wooloomooloo, or ‘ Woolly,’ as he 
was by this time called, he was found to have 
a good deal of speed for his age. Soa match 
was finally made with the Michigan stallion 
McGregor Wilkes—I think the colts were 2- 
year-olds—and Woolly went across the lake 
to do himself proud. It wasa cinch that he 
could trot faster than the other fellow, and 
so Murphy put on all the money he could at 
10 to 2. But it turned out that the day of 
the race was one of the times when Woolly 
wouldn’t act well, and two breaks In suc- 
cessive heats closed the incident. Murphy 
was so anxious to get out of the town that 
he. declined an invitation to attend a banquet 
that night given by the owner of the win- 
ning colt, and staid at the depot to catch the 
midnight freight for Chicago. That night, 
however, for the only time in six months, the 
train didn’t stop. Murphy hadn’t cooled off 
much when the next train got there, four 
hours later. 

* Woolloomooloo got another season or two 
of training, but for one reason or another dia 
not accomplish much, and the swipes re- 
garded ‘him as a hoodooed horse and a good 
one to keep away from. One summer night 
the tail end of a cyclone came over the Mur- 
phy farm at Park’ Ridge, where Wooloomoo- 
loo. and the other Castle horses were being 
trained. That cyclone never paid the slight- 
est attention to any other horse on the place 
except Wooloomooloo, and there were about 
sixty head there. It just picked Woolly up,

That was the best luck 
George Castle ever had with Wooloomooloo.” 


Big Drop in Prices,

NEWS OF RAILWAYS. 


Manipulation of East-Bound Freight 
Rates Continue Notwithstanding 
Strict Orders of Presidents. 


Notwithstanding the strict orders of the 
Presidents of the Eastern roads that freight 
rates must be firmly maintained, there has 
been considerable manipulation of east- 
bound rates for the last month or two, 
especially from Peoria.and.St. Louls. 

No tangible evidence, however, could be 
obtained against any of the roads until a 
few days ago, when the discovery was made 
that certain -east-bound roads from St. Louis 
and Peoria were scaling the regular per- 
centage basis, thereby cutting the through 
rates from 5 to 10 per cent. 

Under the rules of the Central and Trunk 
Line associations the rates from East St. 
Louis are 116 per cent of the Chicago-New 
York rate, and from Peoria 110 per cent of the 
Chicago rate. Instead of basing the through 
rates on the regular basis some of the lines 
made rates from East St. “Louis slightly 
above the Chicago basis and from Peoria 
about the same as from Chicago. General 
demoralization in rates being threatened, 
the traffic officials of the east-bound roads 
from Chicago, Peoria, and St. Louis held a 
meeting in this city yesterday to devise 
means whereby the manipulation of the per- 
centage basis could be prevented. After a 
thorough discussion of the matter a commit- 
tee was appointed to thoroughly investigate 
the methods by which a reduction of rates 
Was secured and to present a plan as soon 
as possible that will prevent such irregular- 
ities in the future. 


Gains 3,002 Miles of Road. 

The acquisition of the Kansas City, Fort 
Scott and Memphis railway by the St. Louis 
and San Francisco railway company gives 
the latter a system of 3,002 miles of road, of 
which the Fort Scott and Memphis contrib- 
utes 1,250 miles. The latter extends from 
Kansas City to Birmingham, 
branch lines in Kansas and Missouri. The 
St. Louls and San Francisco has lines from 
St. Louis and Kansas City and Ellsworth, 
Kas., into Arkansas, Oklahoma, the Indian 
Territory, and Texas. It was for a time a 
part wf the Santa Fé railway system, but 
was dropped when the latter went into bank- 
ruptcy. The consolidation will give the St. 
Louis and San Francisco use of the valuable 
Memphis terminals in Kansas City, entrance 
tothe Union Station and a controlling interest 
in the Kansas City Belt railroad. It is be- 
lieved the Harriman-Rockefeller-Gould com- 
bination is back of the Memphis-’Frisco 
deal, and that it is a part. of the plan to 
unite the financial interests of all the roads 
in the Southwest. The recent acquisition 
of a controlling interest, of the Denver and 
Rio Grande by Gould was in furtherance of 
the same scheme. | 


_ General Agents Confer. 

General Agents of the Chicago-Kansas City 
lines at Kansas City held a conference in 
Chicago yesterday with the General Freight 
Agents of their roads regarding the rate sit- 
uation at Kansas City. There has been con- 
siderable trouble at Kansas City, especially 
in regard to flour rates through the Illinois 
junction points. All efforts of the Kansas 
City agents to agree among themselves upon 
some plan that would result in the mainte- 
nance of tariff rates having failed, they were 
ordered to come here to receive instructions 
as to what their conduct should be hereafter. 
They were ordered to cease all quarreling 
among themselves and if any of them were 
found to cut rates immediate discharge 
would be-the penalty. 


Earnings of the Burlington. 
Burlington earnings for the month of Jan- 
uary did not come up to expectations. The 
company did a large business, and a large 
increase in gross earnings was made. But 
owing to inclement weather and other rea-

Whatever the component parts 
of the “‘ tea ’’ may prove to be, the intention 
of the reception is to put the candidate and 
the business-men of the ward in touch upon 
questions concerning their interests.

Kenna in the First Ward. , By 
swinging compact audiences of 
voters into any quarter desired 
at a few hours’ notice Kenna 
runs the ward. The “ boss” of 
the First can mobilize an army of 3,000 
voters and concentrate them at a given point 
within six hours. He can gather the de- 
fenders of the ward together more rapidly 
than the Governor can summon the State 
militia. The power is secured through what 
he terms the best machine in the country. 

When Kenna wants to call out his troops 
he telephones his headquarters, 19 Plymouth 
place, where a half dozen secretaries are 
employed. The secretaries go to the chests 
which contain thousands of addressed postal 
cards. The requisite number are sélected 
and carried to the Postoffice. The next 
mail carriers who go through the First 
Ward carry into the lodging-houses the call 
for a meeting, and within six hours Kenna 
can have 3,000 men at his command. 

Kenna knows where he can lay his hands 
on his men for the reason that he makes 
it his business to know where each voter 
in the ward lives and where he works. His 
“minute ’’ books contain the names of all 
the lodging-house inmates and all the resi- 
dents of his ward. It contains the details 
of their history, such as the “ boss”’ needs 
to know. It indicates whéther the man has 
work or not and whether he wants work. 
There are some in the First Ward who have 
not got work, but who want it, and when 
the Alderman finds a man who is tired of

ORK. being done at the Uni- 
versity of Chicago in the de- 
partment of Semitic languages 
and literature will throw a 
flood of light on the history 
of the oldest civilization—the 


Babylonia. 
The journal devoted to the discoveries and 
Secipherment of old Semitic texts, as well as 
the number of books put out by the depart- 
Ment, attest the interest of the professors, 
in spite of the difficulties of the work, which 
are Unusual, because the material for study 
all at such great distance from Chicago. 
Any one wishing to decipher and translate 
the cuneiform writing on the fragments and 
Slay bricks of old Babylon and its neighbors 
‘must travel to the far East itself or to the 
Collections at “he British Museum, the Mu- 
teum of Berlii, or the Louvre at Paris. 


And then the difficulties are not over, for 
the copying of heiroglyphics means the most 
arduous sort of work with hand and brain— 
the slightest error may mean a historical 
biunder, or perhaps even a theological doubt. 
And yet the list of works published and in 
Preparation show that energy is not lacking 
in the realms of dead languages. 

The Assyrians and Babylonians used clay 
for their writing material, and when these 
Old baked bricks are dug up by the 
Sfcheologist they are found to enrich the 
Wterature and history of.former milleniums, 
QMd even to allow an occasional glimpse 
Into the personal or social relations of citi- 
Sens of the first great state. For instance, 
Smong some of the letters being edited by 
Professor Robert Francis Harper of the Uni- 
Versity of Chicago there are to be found most

The first excavations of any importance 
Were done by Layard, about fifty years ago.

Palaces were uncov- 
ered, great bronze gates unearthed, and 
of clay tablets and cylinders were 
Brought back to the Western world, where 


he 


elvilization of Assyria and 
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their inscriptions were still mysteriaqus. 

The problem of deciphering the strange 
writing was first undertaken in 1694 by a 
traveler who copied inscriptions he had 
noticed at Babylon. This observant trav- 
eler -characterized the symbols as “‘ cunel- 
form,” or Then a vase of 
Xerxes was found and later (1765) Niebuhr, 
the noted archeologist, distinguished korty- 
two different signs which he called letters. * 
Grotefend deciphered the first inscriptions 
and discovered that they should be read 
from right to left. But Henry Rawlinson 
was given the authority by the British 
Museum to excavate on favorable sites, and 
through his activities he became known as 
the “‘ Father of Assyriology.”’ 

Most of the historical Assyrian-Babyloni- 
an texts ‘so-far unearthed have been pub- 
lished by the British Museum in the five 
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volumes edited by Rawlinson, but beyond 
that little has been done in a scientific way 
to gather the Sragments into chronological 
order. 

The work undertaken by the men at the 
University of Chicago will go a long ways 
in bringing order out of chaos and making 
the study of this ancient history practica~- 
ble for non-specialist students, Professor 
Ira M. Price deciphered recently the his- 
torical récords om two large cylinders of 
Gudea, which were brought by Frenchmen 
to the Louvre in 1878.. The cylinders are 
each about two feet long and a foot in diam- 
eter and an inch or two thick. To read 
some of the rubbed surfaces Professor Price 
used a mirror to throw a strong ray of sun- 
light-on the place, and then studied the faint 


marks by means of a magnifying glass. . 


There were about thirty columns, averaging 


about elghty lines apiece, and the two cy- 
linders, in spite of missing pieces, carry 
more than 10,600 characters. The question 
arises as to how the ancients managed to 
read the cylinders... They may have been 
turned on a horizontal axis before the eyes 
of the reader. Professor Price spent sev- 
eral months at the Louvre in his work. 

In 1887 Johns Hopkins University an- 


~nounced a new Assyrian-English dictionary, 


but it did not appear, and its ehief contrib- 
utor, Dr. William Muss-Arnolt, came to the 
University of Chicago and carried on his 
work here. Ten parts of the Assyrian-Eng- 
lish-German dictionary have been published 
in Berlin and New York, and there is still 
more to appear. An ordinary dictionary 
stands as a monument to several men’s per- 
severance, but one compiled by one man 
which has to make plain in two languages 
the mysteries of the Assyrian is not an or- 
dinary monument—it is an obelisk. 

In a somewhat popular form the Appletons 
are publishing a series of ‘“The World's Great 
Books,’ ef which .President Harper is one 
qf the general editors. And this, again, will 
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be the work of University of Chicag6 men. 
The volume on “ Assyrian and Babylonian 
Literature’ is edited by Professor Robert 
Francis Harper, who has translated selec- 
tions from historical documents, ‘psalme, 
hymns. and prayers. Professor George &. 


Goodspeed has written the historical survey 
of Assyria and Babylonia. Professor Price 
contributes translations of letters between 
the Pharaohs of Egypt and the early Baby- 
lonian Kings, Dr. Arnolt gives the Baby- 
lonian account of the creation of the world 


and the deluge, and four students of Pre 
fessor Harper, fellows.in the Semitic de 
partment, have also contributed. 

With the idea of making it possible for 
the average lay reader to get these oldest. 
historical records, Professor R. F. Harper is 
preparing a series, ‘“‘ Ancient Records: of 


’ Assyria and Babylonia,” which will be pub 


Tished shortly by the Untverstty of Chicage 
Press and Messrs. Macmillan & Co. under the 
general editorship of President W: R! Ham” 
per. The plan hit upon to make the series at- 

tractive both to the student of Semitics and 

the general reader is unique. Volumes 

and III. will contain the translations, read- 

ing like ordinary history, while volumesI. A. 
II. A, and IIL. A will contain transliterations 

of the original records, critical notes, maps, 

and cuts. The second series, “ Ancient Rec 

ords of Egypt,” will be prepared by Professér 

James H. Breasted of the University of Cht- 

cago. Within a few years all the oldést 

Semetic material on which historians base 

their work will be within the reach of any 

one interested in getting nations, as near first 

hand ‘as possible. 

In 1891 Professor Robert Francis Harper 
began the publication in the original text of 
the “ Letter Literature of the Konyunjik 
Collection in the British Museum.” During 
the last ten years five volumes of these texts 
in the Assyrian and Babylonian languages, 
containing 538 letters and 580 plates, have 
been published, and volume VI. is in preparas 
tion. Professor Harper intends to publish 
all texts in this collection, arranging them 
according to their signature. These texts 
will occupy ten volumes and the transiit- 
erations, translations, and glossary will take 
many more. Such a plan means years of: 
work and months spent in the British Mu- 
peum, but when it is completed students will 
have a work of scientific accuracy from 
which to draw their conclusions touching 
the various problems presented by the public 
and private correspondence of the later As- 
syrian Empire. 

Besides these large undertakings there are 
constantly appearing various books and 
articles covering more or less the same 
ground in a popular way. Dr. G. 8.’ Good- 
speed is at work now on a “ History of 
Babylonia and Assyria” for a series to be 
published by Scribners, intended for the use 
of Bible students. And the Journal of Semi- 
tics, Languages, and Literatures is the best 
one of its kind, each number throwing some 
light on the history of those peoples whose 
Babylon was the wonder of the world, whose 
religion antedated the religion of all other 
peoples, whose questionings of the mysteries

conditions in Anderson County, 
8. C., continues, the develop- 
ments grow more startling and 
more horrible than was at first 
imagined by the presiding Judge 
== who ordered g special term of 
court for March 7, at which the presentment 
of the jury will be received. 
Every effort has been made to suppress 
the facts. The jury has been hampered in 
its work, but proof has been secured to show 
that the system of slavery was more bind- 
ing tHan the slavery system in operation 
throughout the South before the proclama- 
tion of Abraham Lincoln. 
thority will be dragged into the scandal, but 
there is power enough in the county to pro- 
tect ringleaders who are said to be respon- 
sible for the iniquities of the stockades. 
Under the guise of the convict lease sys- 
tem this scandalous condition has been al- 
lowed to go on, Since the jury began its 
‘Investigation more than a score of ignorant 
negroes have been liberated from the vile 
dens. The convict garb has been removed 
and the shackles have been lifted from the 
feet of black wretches who had been bound 
for years. Fearing the wrath of the courts 


opened the door and the black slaves have 
‘been allowed to depart, but death was 
threatened to all who attempted to divulge 
the secrets of the stocks, and private de- 
tectives are following the men to shoot 
them like rats if they try to use the infor- 
mation which will send wealthy planters 
to the penitentiary. A planter who has been 
involved haS made the open threat that a 
massacre will follow any attempt by the 
courts to change the system, and negroes 
in Anderson; who might produce proof to 
convict the managers, have fled through fear 
of their former masters. 


Investigation to Proceed. 

But the grand jury, which is backed By the 
power of the law, has not been influenced by 
the threats openly made. The investigation 
has reached that point where a ‘‘ whitewash- 
ing’’ cannot occur. The Governor of the 
State and the influence of every court are 
being directed against the twentieth century 
slave dealers, and the indiscriminating trad- 
ing of human lives will cease. The great 
constitution of the United State ‘as been 
violated, and if prémpt action’ ot had by 
the State it is. said that a movement will be 
directed against the system by the federal 
government, and in this event no loophole of 
escape can be offered the guilty. 

One negro who was released from a private 
stockade this week had been shackled for 
nineteen months. He was seized—kidnaped— 
and sent to the stocks for no violation ofa 
law, and he was guarded like a felon and 
made to perform manual! labor in the cotton 
fields, while buliles with rifles and blood- 
hounds guarded all avenues of escape. On 
‘these big farms, where thousands of balesof 
cotton was.raised, enormous revenues rolled 
into the coffers of the managers. Of the 
twenty-five negroes released, not one had 
been sent in for an infraction of the law. 
The systems were privately operated. There 
was no authority for their establishment, 
and back in the mountain section, away from 
the world, these places held hundreds of ig- 
noramt negroes who had been stolen from

the managers of the private stockades have | 


their families to make fortunes for white 
men who occupied high positions in the social 
world of the county and State. 


Escaping Slave Killed. 

The death of Will Hull, a poor negro who 
had been seized on a trumped-up charge and 
illegally committed to the stockade, led to 
the investigation. Hull protested against 
his incarceration. He asked for a fair trial 
and his reward was a blow fromaclub. Not 
content with his lot, the negro planned to 
escape—to get back to his wife and children. 
In the quiet of the night, with the chains still 
Binding his legs, he stole forth. But the 
guards had orders to watch him. As Hull 
was going away a bullet from a 54-caliber 
rifle bored its way into his brain and he fell 
dead. Newell, the guard who had fired the 
shot, was arrested and sent to court. Other 
guards went to his rescue, a story of self- 
defense was put up in court, and in five 
minutes the jury said the man was not 
guilty. But in the death of Hull the story 
came out. A rasping charge from Judge 
Benet followed, and the grand jury, armed 
with full power to summons leaders and 
seize papers, went to work to investigate 
and found the condition of affairs'more hor- 
rible than was ever dreamed. 

Court officers who have been watching the 
trend of the investigation declare that the 
grand jury will not be able to deal justice to 
the guilty. Anderson is a small city. Itis 
like a big family cirele; the people are all 
more or less connected by blood and mar- 
riage, and the various influences are being 
brought to bear to let the scandal die be- 
cause it is argued that the- business of the 
city, will »e ruined by the exposé. And so 
it will come to pass that money will be more 
powerful than justice. 
white men and negroes, and the negro must 
be the under dog. Local influences may save 
the slave dealers, who have dealt'in human 
fiesh and blood. 


Railroaded to Stockade. 


William A. Neal of Anderson, who was 
Superintendent of the State Penitentiary, 
and who was tried in éourt for being short 
in his accounts, was the first man to intro- 
duce the convict lease system in Anderson 
County. A stockade was built and convicts 
from the penitentiary, which was overrun 
with criminals, were sent under guard to the 
place, and the State was to receive asreve- 
nue. The plan worked splendidly for the 
planters. The.expense was small, and the 
lash, freely administe 
give the best of their efforts for the man- 

‘agers. At this time the rich field of profit 
‘was suggested when plans were quietly put 
on foot to bodily seize ignorant negroes, 
have mock trials, and commit them to the 
stockades, where the labor could be had for 
the scant food offered and the expense of 
the convict garb and shackles. From the 
State stockade relatives of the managers 
built private prisons on the big farms, anda 
ransom was paid for every negro seized and 
sent in.. It was the same system of “ shang- 
haiing,” transferred from the sea to the 
farm. ‘ 

When the investigation by the court was 
ordered it was not known that so many of 
these private stockades were doing business 
in Anderson. The subsequent developments 
have given an inside view into the operation 
of the prisons, and the discovery of the pri-

Women Under the Lash. a 


Women were needed for parts of the work, 
and the order went forth that womer must 
be seized. Outrageous proceedings followed 
the entrance of the females. The children 
were born, and the black female wretches, 
{ll with child bearing, were whipped with 
cat ’o nine tails because they failed to scrub 
and work when common humanity showed 
that they should have been in hospitals. 
But in this was the same bitter feeling to 
the blacks. Speak of it to the ordinary 
man in Anderson and-there will come the one 
reply—‘‘ the nigger: deserved it.”” The treat- 
ment of the women and children, the horrible 
indignities offered, had to be accepted in the 


same spirit that a dog would accept the kick. 


from his master. 

When sport got dull on the stockade planta- 
tions the bloodhounds were called forth and 
the speediest negroes were unshackled. The 
dogs tore at their garments, and the yelping 
caused the cold chills to creep down the 
spines of the devils “held in bondage. Sun- 
day was the big day for sporting blood to 
boil, and this thirst could only be satisfied 
with a vicious man hunt. The negroes were 
unshackled and sent running through the 
swanips and over the hills. There was no 
danger of making an effectual escape, for 
those dogs in the Anderson prisons are 
trained, and these facts were known to the 
slaves. Two hours after the négro left the 
pen the dogs were unleased. Men‘on horse- 
back were ready for the start, and with 
yelping and crying the trail was followed, 
and the man hunt wason. Through briers 
and over creeks, through the swamps and 
over the ledges, the dogs followed the trail, 
and the cries floated out to the negro who 
had to flee. Once a negro failed to reach 
safety in a tree and it is said that he was 
mnangled fearfully. But these farm hands had 
d they 
climbed high in the trees, whil e dogs 
came up to end the sport. ee ae 

The so-called contracts by-which these 
negroes were jailed gave the owners the 
right to sell or trade, as they saw fit. They. 
were used and handled as convicts, when, in 
fact, they were free citizens. But laws are 
not a figure in these dens of iniquity. The 
men had to wear stripes; they had to bear 
the shackles, and when night came and work 
had to stop, they were sent to ~the pens, 
locked in and guarded. Long before day- 
light they were called out, and with the first 
dawn they were toiling in the fields. When 
sickness made them unfit for. work they 
were whipped and lashed for trifling. Even 
the hot iron is*said to have been used, and 
the grand jury is searching for the slaves 
who were branded like wild cattle.

ried in the legal 
sense of the word, 
and alf the stories 
told of his having a 
Belgian ‘wife are 
mere fairy tales. 

Like all other fol- 

lowers of the Proph- 
et, he has the right 
accorded to him by 
the Koran and by 
J the Ottoman law to 
four wives, who, in the case of the Sultan, 
must be selected from the slaves of his 
harem, tradition and unwritten law barring 
him from giving his hand in marriage to any 
Princess, or even to any girl of good birth. 
' The reason for this is to prevent any family 
of the Turkish aristocracy or middle classes 
from securing power and influence by reason 
of one of its members being the wife of the 
Sultan. 

The slaves in the harem may be said to 
have no family. They are purchased when 
quite young by the agents of Hussien Ef- 
fendi, the Yssirdji-Bachi (Grand Master of 
the Slaves), and on crossing the threshold of 
the imperial seraglio are absolutely cut off 
from all further relations with the family to 
which they may have belonged, and to 
which thenceforth they are as dead. They 
are brought up in the harem under the su- 
pervision of a species of duenna, and by the 
time they have completed their education, 
which is at about their fourteenth year, théy 
have completely forgotten their relatives. 

It is owing to this that a greater degree of 
ignorance prevails in the harem of the Sultan 
than in those of most of his subjects. For 
whereas his Pashas, Beys, and Effendis 
usually marry women of good birth, who have

received the by no means to be despised edu- 
cation of a Turkish lady, generally at the 
hands of some European governess, the 
women of the imperial harem, recruited from 
the lowest orders of society, are devoid of any 
instruction save that gvhich they receive in 
the harem, which has no idea of elevating or 
improving their minds. How ignorant they 
are may be gathered from the fact that when 
the German’ Empress visited the imperial 
seraglio on the occasion of her stay at Con- 
stantinople, the chief Khadine, that is to say 
| the senior lady in point of rank, and who 
then fulfilled the duties of Sultana Valide, 
was amazed and shocked that the Empress 
| did not kiss her hand, and subsequently ex- 
pressed the opinion that the Kaiserin was a 
singularly ill-bred and rude woman. 

The slaves in the imperial seraglio go by 
the name of Djarie until they attract the 
notice and win the favor of the Sultan, when 
they become what is known as Ikbal, which 
may be translated as the gilorified.’” And 
Ikbal they remain unless they become 
mothers, in which event they are advanced 
to the dignity of Khadines. How few of these 
Ikbals or glorified slaves ever become moth- 
ers may be gathered from the fact that al- 
though the Sultan’s seraglio comprises some 
300. womien, exclusive of the black menials, 
he has but thirteen children, each by a differ- 
ent mother. 

The three. Khadines who are the mothers 
at the Sulten’s eldest three children rank 


as his wives and enjoy an exceptional posi- 
tion, as does also another Khadine who is 
the mother of his favorite son, young Prince 
Burhaneddin, a lad of about 16 years of age, 
and whom Emperor William has strongly 
recommended the Ottoman monarch to pro- 
claim as heir apparent in lieu of his (the 
Sultan’s) brother Rechad, a gloomy, narrow- 
minded fanatic of near 60 yearsof age, whose 
advent to the throne would add another foe 
to progréss and civilization in the southeast 
of Europe and in the Levant. It is the 
mother of this young Prince Burhaneddin 
who has lately been appointed by the Sultan 
to be Sultana Valide, or ranking lady of 
the harem, although he has honored néither 
her nor the other three senior Khadines by 
marrying them and making them his wives 
in the legal sense of the word. Indeed, ac- 
cording to the Mohammedan church and to 
Ottoman law, the Sultan is at the present 
moment unmarried, although all his chil- 
dren are legitimate. 


‘The Khadines, who during the present 
reign have never exceeded the number of 
thirteen, that being the number of the Sul- 
tan’s sons and daughters, have each their 
separate suites of apartments and their’sep- 
arate households, whereas the childless 
women of the harem, that is to say, the 
Ikbals and the mere Djaries, herd in com- 
mon and have*no privileges or advantages 
such as those enjoyed by the Khadines save 
in one respect. They are allowed to go out, 


suitably accompanied under the watchful - 


care of duennas and eunuchs, for shepping 
and eyen to pay visits. The Khadines, on 
the contrary, are never allowed under any 
circumstances whatsoever to quit the pre- 


‘cincts of the seraglio from the time that they 


have become mothers, and the ladies of the 
imperial family who are recorded each year 
as’ having taken part in the veneration of 
the Sacred Mantle of the Prophet, are not, 
as has been supposed, the wives of the Sul- 
tan or even the ladies of his harem, those 
entitled to this honor being his sisters and 
his aunts, who bear the title of Princess. 

Ikbals are sometimes presented by 
the Sultan to dignitaries whom he specially 
wishes to honor or to men of whom he is’ 
suspicious and on whose doings he desires 
to maintain a species of watch. There is 
a case—namely: that of Ulema Seifed Din 
Effendi, whom the Sultan had reason to 
fear, and who died with mysterious sudden- 
ness a few weeks after being presented by 
his sovereign with a particularly .beautiful 
Ikbal, whom he neither wished nor a 
have dared to refuse. He is generally be- 
lieved to have succumbed to poison, but the 
manner of ‘his end remains to this day one 
of those many harem mysteries of the 
Orient which are never likely to be revealed. 
Sometimes, too, the Sultan gives away an 
Ikbal whose presence has become a source 
of discord and strife in his harem, 


Khadines, Ikbals, and even the mere Djarie 
dress Parisian fashion, tailor-made gowns of 
cloth and furs being customary in cold weath- 
er, while muslin, silks, and satins, and’lace 
are worn in the hot weather.

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mIARY CHASE, infant daughter 
of Philo F. Chase of Berwyn, 
is being trained along unique 
lines. Her father, Philo F. 
Chase, was formerly Super- 
intendent of the Children’s 
Aid Society of Chicago and 

had charge of 200 waifs, 
most of them babies, and while so employed 
his attention was called to the necessity of. 
some kind of physical development for babies 
and smal! children. Mr. Chase worked out 
a system which he afterward put in practice 
for his own daughter, as follows: 

“Mary Chase was just an average baby,” 
says Mr. Chase. ‘* She had good vitality, for 
the whites of her eyes were clear white and 
unclouded, and the white showed plainly at 
the root of her nails. She was an unusually 
strong and active baby and when 3 months 
old would kick herself off her mother’s lap. 

“ Her clothing was after the most hygienic 
pattern and did not impede the free move- 
ments of her feet and arms. Her bed clothes 
Were so arranged that the weight of the 
blankets rested mostly upon the sides of 
her crib and little weight came upon her 
1eet while she was asleep, and it did not im- 
pede the movements of her feet ile she 
was awake. At 3 months of age her mother 
would gently rub her back with her hand 
night and morning before dressing her. This 
treatment was continued for a year and ap- 
peared to strengthen her back very much. 
She was not allowed upon the dining 
table with her arms and feet free, and in 
mild weather upon the floor. She became an 
expert roller and would roll from one room 
to another. When she saw an object she 
wanted she would roll until she reached 
it. One day she discovered that by press- 
ing her hands upon the floor’ she could 
lift herself. She persisted and in just a few 
hours her muscles appeared to develop so 
that she was able to rise up on her hands 
and afterwards upon her' knees, but she did 
not creep; she preferred rolling until we 
brought in a creeping baby to visit her, and, 
watching the other baby, she learned to creep 
in a few minutes. 

_ “We then allowed her to creep all over the 
house at will. She was on the floor all the 
time she was awake, and she gained in 
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strength every day. As soon as she was able 
to stand on her feet we removed her play- 
house to the stair landing, three steps abové 
the main floor, and we padded and carpeted 
the three steps so she could not hurt herself 
in falling and allowed her to climb thé steps 
whenever she wanted to, and as many times 
as she wanted to every day. She soon 
learned to slide down the steps on her 
stomach, feet foremost. 

“In a few weeks she was allowed to climb 
the full length of the stairs three or four 
times a day attended by her father or 
mother. She appeared to gain strength every 
trip she made. I believe a well carpeted and 
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padded stairs is the best gymnasium I ever 
saw for a baby just old enough to climb 
them. 

‘We did not encourage her to learn to 
walk, but rather put it off as long as we 
could. She walked at 11 months of her own 
will, and her weight at that time was six- 
teen pounds. 
never urged her to greater effort, but always 
watched her closely and restrained her at 
the least suspicion of fatigue. Creeping is 
nature's own contrivance to develop achild’s 
muscles and enlarge the chest.

“The next step was not so easy, but I 
accomplished it in this way. To give her an 
apparatus that would develop the same 
muscles as creeping and stair climbing I 
fixed her high chair so she could climb into 
it. When she was 15 months old I cut a large 
epening in the back of her chair, sufficiently 
large to allow her to crawl through; but not 
large enough for her to fall through. I then 
constructed a short ladder by putting addi- 
tional rounds through the hind legs of the 
chair, and I lowered the seat of the chair 
by cutting off free inches of the legs to give 
her foot room under the dining table, and the 


chair was ready. 


** She climbed up the first time she saw the 
chair without any instruction, and she 
‘Jearned to climb down in one or two lessons. 
In getting down she pushes her feet back- 
wards through the opening and, while hold- 
ing on to the arms of the chair with her 
hands, places her feet on the round of the 
chair’ and then descends from round to 
round until she reaches the floor. Descend- 
ing gives her-as much exercise as ascending 
and develops another set of muscles. Mary 
is now 3% years old and has used her chair 
about two years, climbing up and down 
three or four times every meal, and she has 
never fallen or overbalanced the chair.

How Armour Gave 
A.S. Trude a Start. 


| INCE the death of Philip D. Armour 
anecdotes of his kindness to struggling 
young men and his unassuming char- 
ity have been numerous. One of the 
best of these stories is told by Alfred 
8. Trude as showing how many years ago he 
was given a start in his profession by the 
late millionaire. 


kindness in employing him as an attorney to 
collect some doubtful claims that he was 
able to continue the study of law and at the 
same time carry on hisdaily employment. In 
hds characteristic manner Mr. Armour made 
the young mian an offer of assistance at their 
first meeting in 1872. Joseph Medill! at that 
time was Mayor of Chicago, and having tak: 
en an interest in the young man occasionally 
employed him to assist in prosecuting viola- 
tors of the city ordinances. The day he met 
Mr. Armour he had just completed the first 
ease which had been wholly in his charge 
and gone to the Mayor's office to report. It 
was a prosecution for swindling against the 
famous Harry Laweence on account of the 
first appearance of hisalluring ‘* gold brick.”’ 
He had secured $17,000 from a California 
farmer and the city was prosecuting him. 

The meeting with M¢. Armour and the 
subsequent acquaintance is described by Mr. 
Trude as follows: 

“The trial before Justice Morrison had 
been a bitter one, at one time one of the 
toughs in the crowded courtroom going so 
far as to threaten me with a knife. Reports 
otf the hearing had reached Mayor Medill 
at various times during the afternoon andas 
I entered the office he was telling Mr. Armour 
about the case. I was introduced and called 
upon to relate my experience in maintaining 
the prosecution. John Lyle King had been 
‘the attorney for the defense and the court 
seemed partial to his side. Becoming pro- 
voked I had cautioned the magistrate not to 
make a bawd of justice and he threatened to 
fine me $5 for contempt. 
if he did so I would appeal from the jurisdic- 
tion of the court, adding that he could fine 
me only $5, while I had a million dollars 
worth of contempt for him. A queer result, 
of that case, in which I succeeded in having 
Lawrence held to the grand jury, was that 
‘it ‘was the cause of my acquaintance, which 
still continues, with Mike McDonald. 

‘**Mr. Armour and Mr. Medill were much 
interested in the story and the former, with 
business instinct, inquired if I had a library. 
I was telling him how I wasdoing my best to 
get one when Mr. Medill spoKe up, saying, 
‘Alfred, how are you getting along with 
your purchase of a part of General U. F. 
Linder’s law library?’ I am afraid that I 
‘looked rather doleful while I explained that 
} though I was devoting every spare dollar to 
| its purchase, there remained a balance of $80, 
‘and as the dealer kept the books in his pos- 
session I did not derive much good from 
them. Mr. Armour, though I had met him 
for the first time but a few moments before, 
immediately said: ‘I'll lend you $80, youn 
man, and you can get the books.’ : 

“Of course, I accepted his offer, and soon 
afterwards was able to repay him, but he 
continued in an unostentatious manner, giv- 
ing me numerous opportunities to do legal 
work for him. I ‘have often said that the 
library which I, was enabled to purchase by 
the money then loaned me was what gave me

RANK D PEARNE OPERATING HIS DEVICE 


Iowa boy has inveuted a de- 
| vice which makes it possible for 
any person who can operate a 
i typewriter to send a telegram. 
By the skillful manipulation of 
} electrical currents a typewriter 

keyboard located 400 miles from 
the receiving point has been so 


arranged that it recorded words which were 


spelled.out by an operator. 
Frank D, Pearne is the inventor of this 


‘marvelous device which may revolutionize 


telegraphy. Until two years ago he was 
superintendent of construction for the Iowa 
Telephone company and made his home at 
Davenport, Ia., but recently he has spent 
most of his time in Chicago and Syracuse, 
N. Y., where his models were manufactured. 
He has protected all his rights by patents, 
and demonstrations given in Omaha and 
Chicago proved beyond the shadow of a 
doubt that the Pearne printing telegraph 
will supplant the old-fashioned system. 

“T expect to perfect my machine and 
make it possible to use it in connection with 
the Mergenthaler typesetting machine,” 
said the inventor. ‘‘In a short time it will 
be possible to send a message from New 
York to Chicago and put it into type without 
the assistance of an operator at the receiv- 
ing end or a typesetter. My invention will 
revolutionize the transmission of news. 

_ “ Telegraph operators have threatened to 
destroy my models and say that I will drive 
hundreds of operators out of employment, 
but I believe the invention will benefit opera- 


tors. It will increase the speed of messages 
and newspapers will be able to handle more 


copy than under the old system. Receivers 
will be placed in all newspaper offices and 
the number of operators will eventually be 


inereased. 


messages will be much less difficult and will 
lessen the work of employés.”’ 

Four distinct parts make up the apparatus 
.which does the sending and printing of mes- 
The sender is a keyboard which has 
electric wires connected with each key. and 
is similar in appearance to. the keyboard 
of any writing machine. 
end are a selecter, an intermediate switch, 
and the portion of the typewriter which does 
the printing.

One remarkable feature of the new system 
of telegraphy is that it cag be used on either 
telephone or telegraph wires and that the 
wires may be used for other purposes while 
messages are being transmitted. The oper- 
ation of the Pearne machine in no way inter- 
feres with telephonic communications which 
are being sent over the same line and is pos- 
sible while the line is being used by a Morse 
Young Pearne began his experi- 
‘ments two years ago for the purpose of de- 
vising some means by which lines could be 
used for two purposes at the same time and 
has beén successful beyond his expectations. 

There is a variation in the strength of the 
currents, which are transmitted by touching 
different keys. 


machine. 


which are situated at the receiving station, 
are so affected by these currents that elec- 
trical connection is made with the letter 
which corresponds to the key which was 
struck by the operator and the words are 
printed automatically, 


“T had been experimenting for weeks ffi 
trying to find some means of controlling the 
letters, and had almost given up hope. After 
staying up- quite late one night I went to bed 
and fell into a restless sleep. Suddenly I 
woke up possessed of the idea which I have 
since developed. I got up and wrote it down 
for fear I would forget it. My idea was that 
I could send currents of different strength 
through electro-magnets over which arma- 
tures were suspended by springs of different 
tension and that the armatures would re- 
spond according to the strength of the cur- 
rents,”’ the inventor explained. “ This was 
the theory upon which my selécter was bullt. 

‘‘Other devices suggested themselves from 
time to time until I developed a switch and 
now have complete apparatus which classi- 
fies the currents according to their strength 
and causes the proper type to respond to the 
touch of the operator. In the receiver there 
are thirty-six points of contact, which repre- 
sent the characters upon the keyboard and 
are the means of printing with as much 
accuracy as if the keyboard and the type 
were not separated by hundreds of miles.” 

-Mr. Pearne perfected his invention In the 
face of great opposition. Electricians told 
him he was crazy to dream of any such de- 
vice, but he had confidence in his idea and 
overcame all obstacles. He has enlisted in 
his cause a number of prominent capitalists 
and will push the invention and offer the 
machines on the market in a short time. 
The great telegraph companies of the United 
States have allowed him the use of. 
lines and are said to be negotiating for the 
use of the new device

Masculine and feminine Qualities.

ROM times immemorial poets, philosophers, scientists, 
and essayists have considered the psychic life of men 
and women strictly differentiated according to sex. 
So deeply rooted has this idea become even among the 
masses that certain psychic characteristics are gener- 
ally believed to be typically masculine, while others 
are considered typically feminine. All qualities based 
upon or kin to psychical or, physical strength are es- 
sentially attributed to man, those growing out of depth 
and intensity of sentiment to woman. Thus one 

speaks of manly energy and vigor, courage and pride; on the 

other hand, of womanly devotion, tenderness, resignation, and modesty. 

There are, however, many cases in which an individual is devoid of some 

or all characteristics believed to be typical of its sex, while it displays 

many of the characteristics attributed to the other sex. Such cases are 
universally voted anomalous exceptions, confirming the general rule. 

It is one of the generally accepted theories that sentiment and imagina- 
tion predominate in the psychic life of woman; reason and will power in that

asti the Spaniards from the island was one disclaiming any disposition on 
the part of the United States to exercise sovereignty or control over it except 
for its pacification and the determination when this is completed to leave 
its government to its people. 

It has been assumed by the men who are in control of the Cuban con- 
vention, as well as by all those on the island, who, for reasons of their own, 
are anxious to have a free hand over its finances, its offices, and its domestic 
and foreign relations, that this was a pledge on the part of the United 
States to withdraw as soon as the Spaniards were ousted and the Cubans 
had established a form of government by the adoptien of a paper constitu- 
tion. Nothing could be further from the truth than such a construction of the 
resolution in question, Its incorporation into the resolution of Congress 
which directed the President to intervene by armed force was, as is now 
generally conceded, a mistake, but it was, at most, an over-emotional and 

sentimental declaration that the intentions of our government were disin- 
terested and controlled by motives of humanity and the desire for the res- 
toration of public order in a neighboring country. It may be admitted that 
- it was unnecessary and in bad tuste for a great government to indorse the 
honesty of its own motives, as if they might be otherwise suspected by the 
world, It is, however, absurd to consider such a declaration as in the 
nature of a pledge. A pledge implies that there is some one entitled to 
receive it. Who was entitled to receive or demand a pledge of this sort 
from the United States when they decided to commence war with Spain? 
Can it be said that the Cubans were entitled to it, as a consideration for 
permitting us to rescue them from the hands of their oppressors? It is 
perfectly clear that Spain was not entitled to it, and it is equally certain 
that none of the other powets of Europe were, for it is now a deeply rooted 
American doctrine that, whatever should befall Cuba, no European power 
would ever be permitted to assume control over that island. The real 
truth is, when the facts come to be examined, that there is nothing in the 
language of that. part of the resolution which has been so often referred 
to since the war as a “ pledge” to justify the use of that word in that con- 
nection, because it has, none of the elements of a pledge, but is, as has been 
said, a mere declaration of motives which Congress saw fit to embody in 


Acting upon well settled principles of international law, that one nation 
has the right to intervene in the affairs of another when either its own 
safety or its own interests are put into serious jeopardy, or the cause of 
humanity demands it, as well as in obedience to an overwhelming popular 
demand, Congress, in the sprimg of 1898, passed a resolution directing and 
empowering the President to use armed intervention to compel Spain to 
relinquish its authority over the Island of Oude and to withdraw itsdand and 
naval forces therefrom, 

The end came soon. Before scarcely two months had rolled around the 
Spanish fleets were sunk, the Spanish armies defeated and captured, and 
Spanish authority dismissed forever from this hemisphere by American 
arms and valor, but at the cost, be it remembered, of mach treasure and many 
lives of the brave sons of this country. 

The people of Cuba, who had never known for @ day in their lives the 
blessings of liberty, suddenly found themselves free—ftee as Americans to 
enjoy life, liberty, and the pursuit of happiness. 

It is regrettable that, in the midst of their newborn pleasure at breathing 
the air of freedom, they seem to*have forgotten the hand which fed them 
when they were starving, or to manifest any sense of gratitude to the country 
and the people who have made them free. 

Without experience in government, without an army or navy, without 
even a revenue cutter to guard their shores from smugglers, they demand 
that their rescuers, the Americans, shall depart, withdraw, get out, and to 
whom they are now saying, as‘it were: : 

Stand not upon the order of your going, 
But go at once. 

Perhaps all this comés from the first exuberance of liberty, or a mistaken 
idea as to the part which the Cubans and the Americans relatively played 
in the drama which terminated in the overthrow of Spanish authority in 
Cuba. Besides this, one circumstance connected with the action of Con- 
gress in the history of the war with Spain also may have contributed to the 
hostile and ungratefui attitude which some of the Cubans have assumed 
towards their deliverers. Attached to the resolutions of Congress directing

HE partlamentary crisis in Austria which began several 
years ago still continues. Premier von Koerber had 
hoped to hasten its end by dissolving the Diet and or- 
dering a new election, but the tumultuous scenes at the 
opening of.the Diet on Jan. 31 leave but little doubt 
that the Premier’s hopes will not be realized in the near 
future. 

The result of the recent election was such that it 
offers no basis for any definite predictions as to the out- 
come of the crisis. The latter directly involves merely

It is undoubtedly true that among the civilized nations there is an ap- 
parent difference in the psychical! characteristics of the two sexes. Certain 
qualities predominate in the masculine, others in the feminine character. 
However, this differentiation is not a natural one, but has gradually de- 
veloped with the progress of civilization. It does not exist among primi- 
tive and uncivilized races, but like moral ethics is the product of thousands 
of years of experience and heredity. 

Compared with the profusion of expressions upon the subject of wom- 
an’s peculiar characteristics little has ever been written or said about the 
essentially masculine characteristics, barring man’s superiority of physical ,; 
strength. The latter has been constantly referred to as the one quality which 
gave man the right of dominating woman. ' 

A compilation of all the expressions regarding the nature and character 
of woman that have ever been made would fill a large 
library. Those expressions are remarkably contflict- 
ing; some glorify, others vilify woman, and but few f::ii# 
are just and unbiased.

The German Left resorted to a policy of obstruction in con- 
sequence of the fact that Count Badeni, at that time Premier of Austria, had 
issued certain orders for Bohemia and Moravia which were decidedly hostile 
to the interests of the German element in those provinces, To compel the 


edged, nay, not even suspected, the most cold-hearted school despot would 
utterly fail. The absolute dictatorship so commonly assumed by the teach- 
er, in which he fails to properly recognize the moral element of the school as 
a force against the evil, tends to drive even the good pupils into the criminal 
class. They practice rules of conduct in the schoolroom which anywhere 
else under the sun would land *hem in jail. In the school society, as else- 
where, petty misdemeanors will constantly occur. In dealing with these 
the teacher generally finds thatif even the “ best pupils” are not actively 
engaged in concealing the culprit, they at least refuse to join in the pursuit 
or give evidence against him. If this principle were carried out in the 
‘community at large it would instantly disintegrate society. When are the 


ical juncture in American history. The counterpart of. that struggle is 
found in the life of every one who, after passing through the public schools 
under the old régime, has tried to establish himself as an integral part of the 
national democracy. Given a despotism, whether in the schoolroom or in 
the nation, and rebellion and anarchy are the inevitable results. Anarch- 
ists are not recruited from democracies, but from despotisms; and the estab- 
lishment of a true democracy in the schoolroom will go a long way towards 
cutting off the present supply of Anarchists. 

On both sides of this discussion there are those who make the strange 
mistake of assuming that democracy in the schoolroom means the absence 
of all control; that democracy is equivalent to anarchy. Government, that 
which maintains the economical and orderly relations of individuals, al- 
ways implies control. In a democracy the control is not less exacting than 
it is in a despotism, and in a school thus governed the control will be just as 
efficient as it could possibly be under any other theory of government. The 
evildoer in a national democracy finds himself as unhappily placed as he 
could be anywhere, and his position in the school democracy is no excep- 
tion. With this point in mind, that a school democracy does not mean the 
absence but the presence of efficient control, the question is, Can this control 
be safely intrusted to the children themselves? ° 

The experience of these who have been both pupils and teachers in 
schools of different grades, made up of children of various conditions, will 
demonstrate that in every school community, as in every community at 
large, the sentiment for good preponderates over the sentiment for evil. The 
question of all questions, then, that confronts the teacher is, How can I use 
my years and experience to organize the good sentiment of this school and. 
direct it against the evil? 

In the past and in the present how little direct use is made of the basi’ 
strength of the pupils of the school to control the unruly elements! And yet 
were he not actually backed by this strength, even where it is not acknowl-

wrongdoers through the impressionable early years, forced, as it were, to 
train with the criminal class, byy what means are their ideas to be changed 
and how are they to be reclaimed when they leave school and before they 
begin to carry out in society their vicious notions? Instead of the school 
society being wormeaten through and through, as is frequently the case,

They may become well-to-do, 
even wealthy, but they do not succeed to elevate themselves morally and 
socially. The most characteristic representatives of that type are the Jews. 
The Mosaiccustom of redistributing all landed property every fifty years led 
the Jews at an early time to commercial pursvits. The fact that Palestine 
was on the high road of commerce between the extreme East and the Mediter- 
ranean countries favored their development in that direction. After the fall 
of Jerusalem the Jews were scattered all over the world. They could not take 
their Jand and their houses withthem, and were thus actually compelled to 
earn their living by engaging in commerce. The Christians and Mohamme- 
dans are forbidden by their religious teachings to practice usury. The Jew- 
ish religion also interdicted usury, but only among Jews, not against the Gen- 
tiles. The usurious practices of the Jews earned for them great wealth, but 
also the hatred and ill-will of the other people. This led to cruel persecutions 
of the Jews not only by private individuals but even by governments. The 
habit of hoarding money for the money’s sake gradually became second na- 
ture with the Jews. Money became not a means but the end forthem. This 
wrong conception of the real value of money made the Jews narrow in their 
views and prevented them to elevate themselves socially, The peasarts in 
all countries represent another class belonging to the same type. 

Among the most characteristic representatives of the second type, em- 
bracing those who know better how to spend than how to earn money, are 
many of the Oriental nations, like the Tartars, the Arabs, and others; then 
some of the Southern people, like the Spaniards, the Corsicans, and the Span- 
ish-South Americans. The Polish noblemen, the Spanish caballeras, the ros- 
taqueres of South America, the cadets of Gascogne, all belong to that type.

government to rescind those orders the German parties and factions in the 
Reichsrath formed a coalition and resorted to the most extreme obstruction 
measures. Their efforts were in vain for some time, but in 1899 Count 
Clary, who had become Premier, rescinded the objectionable orders and tried 
to restore the status of 1897. But no peaceable arrangement could be an 
complished. 

The Czechs deeply resented the repeal of the order and formed a oui 
tion which at once began to resume the obstructionary tactics heretofore prac- 
ticed by their opponents on the German side of the House. The Czechs 
caused the fall of the Clary Cabinet and continued their policy of obstruc- 
tion under Von Koerber’s Cabinet, after the latter had refused to reissue 
Count Badeni’s order. The methods of the obstructionists became more 


violent and finally culminated in the disgraceful scenes of June 8, 1900, 


which led to the dissolution of the Reichsrath. The result of the last election 
shows conclusively that all parties duly appreciate the fact that the na- 
tional question is,of greater importance at present 
than any other social, economical, or religious question. 
It is not expected that the Young Czechs will renew 
their obstruction right at the beginning of the session. 
They will probably temporize in the hope of gaining 
some material. advantage from the dissensions among 
the German parties, At the same time they will con- 
tinue to oppose the government. The Poles hold an |; 
independent position and will prevent the Czechs from ij:

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Making (Money. 


By Edmond Demolins, Director Ecole des Roches, 


is socially and morally of aminferior order. Owing to their peculiar develop- 
ment individuals belonging to that type are frequently in difficult bositions. 
Possessing no aptitude for work and earning money, they try to help them- 
selves out of their difficulties by lies, fraud, theft, and other crimes. 

The representatives of the third type, knowing neither how to earn money 
nor how to spend it, are not numerous. They are principally found among the 
nobility and the bourgeoisie of monarchical countries. Through years of 
privileged inactivity they have lost the aptitude for earning money, They 
consider work degrading and rather starve themselves than neglect appear- 
ances, which they considerinseparable from their imaginary superiority of 
social position. This state of affairs necessarily leadsto moral and 
decay and corruption. 

The last and most perfect type, equally apt to earn and to spend money, 
was represented in antiquity by the Greeks and the Romans, while its modern 
representatives are the Anglo-Saxons. They possess the energy, tenacity, 
and perseverence necessary for the success of their undertakings, do not shun 
hard work, and the efforts required to overcome obstacles. They do not 
hoard the money earnea by their efforts, but spend it liberally to make them- 
selves and their families comfortable and to ameliorate the condition of their, 
less fortunate fellow-men. ‘They support the arts, purchase extensively the 
best paintings and the most beautiful sculptures, endow museums, art insti- 
tutes, and other educational establishments. Money becomes ennobled when 
it is spent like that. 

An examination and comparison of those four types lead us to the con- 
clusion that money is animportant element of individual moral development 
and social progress, but only under two conditions: The individuals must 
have an aptitude for earning money by honesty and ac- 
tual labor and for spending it usefully and ona liberal p= 
scale. Money earned by hard work spurs to further}

But for one thing the picture itself might 
have a disarming influence on comment 
which must appear unkind, however kindly 
meant. By her manager, however, she is be- 
ing advertised and acclaimed as a player of 
unrivaled versatility and of fathomless emo- 
tional resource. And by what he has claimed 
must he and his star be judged. He made 
the same error when he named her as the 
greatest of Juliets on the occasion of her 
first essay not only in the tragic r6éle but 
in Shakspearean verse as well. 

Miss Adams is not a tragedienne, and those 

who have heard her childlike utterance of the 
line, “‘ Iam the second Napoleon,” know she 
never will be. But she is an elfin, dainty and 
roguish comedienne. Why when the need of 
. her is so great in her own bright realm is she 
kept under gloomy skies, breathing the at- 
mosphere of morbid thoughts and struggling 
. along a weary, hopeless way? 


Against considerable public protest Man- 
ager Henry Lowenfeld opened in London his 
new theater, which he named \the Apollo, 
after the government had refused to let him 
call-it King Edward's Theater, with a pri- 
vate view ”’ on Thursday night, Feb. 21. The 
event was one of American interest, since 
the piece was “‘ The Belle of Bohemia,”’ pre- 
sented .by George W. Lederer’s company. If 
the attitude of playgoers is to be that of the 
London papers, Mr. Lowenfeld will-not fare 
acvantageously in his new house. “ It is un- 
derstood,”’ said the Mail, *‘ that Mr. Lowen- 
feld’s crest is on all the seats at his theater.”’ 
Comments in other publications were akin. 
It is too early yet to judge how the light 
opera was received on its true first night, the 
second of its performance, though the cable 
reports were favorable. 

In the last three weeks every London pa- 
per has printed from one to two and three 
times the rumor that Miss Adams is to go to 
the Duke of York’s Theater in L’Aiglon ”’ 
this spring, in every instance the purpose of 
printing being to refute on the announced 
authority of Mr. Frohman himself. . Of 
the correctness of the refutation there would 
seem on the surface to be no doubt, since 
.Miss Adams is not only ‘‘ booked contin- 
uously in this country to the end of this sea- 
son, but also has her opening engagement 
next season in a production of “‘ As You Like 
It” allotted to New York for October. But 
the strange thing is that the report itself 
has not circulated at allin this country. It 
comes from London. Is it possible that a 
not unknown system of securing cumulative 
interest for a future event is being set in 
operation? Is Miss Adams indeed to be 
whisked 


to London in April or May, with no 

previous announcement in America, but with 
everything adroitly prepared for a succéss 
of curiosity in the English capital? . 

Or is it Miss Edna May who is to receive 
the benefit of these clever pioneer labors? 
* Will Mr. Frohman,” ingenuously inquires 

' one of the papers, “ as it is rumored, shelve

5EORG HENSCHEL contributes 
1 to the March Century some “‘Per- 
i sonal Recollections of Johannes 
|} Brahms” that are among the 
i most interesting sketches of the 
igreat composer that have been 
i published. The evident intense 
= admiration of the writer for 
Brahms, both as musician and man, lends 
the article a heartiness and genuineness that 
are irresistible, and the reader feels that 
Brahms’ nature was in truth one of much 
tenderness and gentleness, despite the aus- 
terity and brusqueness under which he gen- 
erally cloaked it. 

Mr. Henschel first met Brahms at the Lower 
Rhenish Musical Festival at Cologne in 1874, 
and the friendship then formed between the 
composer and the singer was strengthened 
and deepened by later meetings, and finally 
resulted in a-vacation of. nearly a fortnight 
spent by the two men in July, 1876, at Sass- 
nitz on the lovely Island of Riigen in the 
Baltic Sea. Mr. Henschel kept a diary dur- 
ing the days he was with Brahms, and: this 
interesting record he now publishes in Eng- 
lish translation in the Century. Every entry 
contains something of interest and of real 
value, inasmuch as it shows some mental 
or musical trait of the great composer. 

The first excerpt from the diary, under date 
of Feb. 3, 1876, at Minster in Westphalia, 
gives an-opinion of Brahms concerning the 
changing of notes in a song that will be of 
interest to singers. The entry reads: 


Brahms arrived yesterday. I am glad mv 
hoarseness is gradually disappearing, for the 
thought of those high notes in his ** Triumph- 
lied ’’ rather troubled me. I asked him if eventu- 
ally he would object to my changing some of the 
highest notes to some more convenient ones, and 
he said, ‘‘ Not in the least. As far as I am con- 
cerned, a thinking, sensible singer may, without 
hesitation, alter a note which for some reason or 
other is out of his compass, into one which he 
can reach with comfort, provided always the 
declamation remains correct and the accentuation 
does not suffer.’’ 

In his record of the concert, Mr. Henschel 
states that his throat was ‘ not right,’’ and 
that with Brahms’ consent he changed one 
of the phrases in the “‘ Triumphlied,”’ substi- 
tuting lower notes for the high ones. 

It might be well to emphasize the fact that 
Brahms granted this license only to “ think- 
ing’ singers—he evidently in no wise ap- 
proved of indiscriminate, willful alterations. 

Of Brahms’ ideas of composition the fol- 
lowing paragraph—which is a portion of a 
conversation between him and Mr. Henschel 
while traveling from Coblenz to Wiesbaden— 
gives an insight: 

There is no real creating without hard work. 
That which you would call invention—that is 
to say, a thought—is simply an inspiration from 
above, for which I am not responsible, which is 
no merit of mine. Yes, it is a present, a gift, 
which I ought even to despise until I have made 
it my own by right of hard work. And 
there need be no hurry about that, either. It is 
as with the seed corn: it germinates unconsciously 
and in spite of ourselves. When 1, for instance, 
have found the first phrase of a song I might 
shut the book there and then, go for a walk, do 
some other work, and perhaps not think of it 
again for months. Nothing, however, is lost. 
If afterward I approach the subject again it is 
sure to have taken shape; I can now begin really 
te work at it. But there are composers who sit 
at the piano with a poem before them, putting 
music to it from A to Z until it is done. They 
write themselves into a state of enthusiasm which 
makes them see something finished, something 
important, in every bar. ‘ 

And later, at Sassnitz, when looking over 
some of Mr. Henschel’s manuscript songs, 
Brahms said: 

Well, there is a pretty song, but it seems to me 
you are too eartly satisfied. One ought never to for- 
get that by actually perfecting one piece one learns 
more than by beginning or half finishing ten. Let 
it rest, let it rest, and keep going back to it, and 
working at it over and over egain, until it is com- 
pleted as a finished work of art, until there is not 
a note too much or too little, not a bar you could 
improve upon. Whether it is beautiful also is an 
entirely different matter, but perfect it must be. 
You sec, I am lazy, but I never cool down over a 
— once begun, until it is perfected, unassail- 
able. 

There is much of interest concerning 
Brahms’ ideas on the Wagner operas and the 
Wagnerian theories, many incidents related 
showing the great composer’s sense of hu- 
mor, his good-heartedness, and his fine poetic 
nature—in fact, the entire article places be- 
fore the reader the personality of Brahms in 
a light unusually sunny, pleasant, and at- 
tractive.

But the “scoops” and the “ ext * do 
mot represent the total of its up-to-date and 
progressive development. A new set of Yid- 
dish typesetting machines has just been in- 
stalled in the busy West Side office—the first 
to be uged in America, with the exception of 
the similar machines recently purchased by 
the New York office of the same paper. Yid- 
dish typewriters and cash registers are soon 
to follow. These machines are already in use 
at the New York branch. 

The Chicago Daily Jewish Courier is the 
only Yiddish newspaper west of New York. 
It has been published regularly in Chicago 


for thirteen years, having been established in - 


1887 by K. H. Sarahson & Son, who — 
several Jewish journals in New York. The 
senior member of this firm, K. H. Sarahson, 
was the publisher of the first Jewish publica- 
tion brought out in America. The Daily Jew- 
ish Courier issues about 6,000 copies dally, 
with a Sunday edition of over 8,000. 

Hyman 8. Wolf, managing editor of the 
Daily Jewish Courier, was born in Newstadt, 
on the Russo-German frontier. He has been 
at the head of the Courier staff for seven 
years, although. only 26 years of age, and 
has given some attention to local politics, in 
eddition to working hard for the good of his 
race in Chicago and elsewhere. In 1899 he 
became a candidate for the Democratic nomi- 
ration for State Representative from the 
Thirteenth Senatorial District; but did not 
rush his efforts in this direction to a conclu- 
sion. He is a newspaper man and an editor 
in every fiber of his body, with strong literary 
tendencies and much interest in the newer 


‘Jewish literature. Every scrap of news 


which .comes to his notice is seized upon 
eagerly, turned into correct Yiddish by Mr. 
Wolf or one of his staff of three translators, 
and is upon the streets in the form of an 
** extra’ in a short space of time. 

The Daily Jewish Courter leans strongly to 
the cause of charity, and has done good serv- 
ice in this direction many times. Mr. Wolf 
devotes himself to the cause of reform and 
civic improvement whenever possible, and the 
paper is a power for good.

A member of the Woman’s club 
gives the same “tip” that has been hinted 
at in.the municipal campaign, that a “ dar 
horse ’’ will win. 

There is more courtesy in the Woman’s 
club, however, than there is in the city elec- 
tions. The President, Mrs, Arthur Ed- 
wards, easiiy could be re#lected if she would 
take. the position, while there is no such as- 
suranco for the Mayor. Mra. Fareon, one of 
the leading candidates for the Presidency, 
consented to run only on condition that Mrs. 
Edwards refused. . 

Campaigns of Other Clubs. 

In the other clubs of the city candidates are 
already being put forward. Mrs. Walter C. 
Nelson is wanted for President of the Arché 
club, but will refuse to accept a nomination. 
Mrs. C. F. Millspaugh is being mentioned by 
her friends and as a prominent member of 
the club has a large number of friends. The 
field will not be a clear one, but those who 
have’ another candidate in mind do not men- 
tion her name as yet. Mrs. Walter Olde will 
not allow her name to be used for reélection. 

Mrs. Nelson's refusal to accept the Presi- 
dency of the Arché club Is said by some of her 
friends to have a significance. Mrs. Nelson 
is said to be about to retire from much ac- 
tivity in club work. For several years s 
has been one of the most prominent figures 
in all the affairs of women’s clubs. Itis said 
she is now about to devote more time to 
church work, being an active member in the 
Hyde Park Presbyterian Church. 

Mrs. George Watkins, President of the 
South Side club, will not be allowed by the 
members to retire from officethis year. Mrs. 
Watkins is an able presiding officer and her 
“social reputation was established when she 
was credited with appearing in a new gown 
every day during the session of the State 
Federation of Clubs. 

Local elections are shaping themselves 
somewhat in view of the next biennial, which 
is still more than a year distant. It looks 
probable that a Chicago woman will get the 
national Presidency at the next election. If 
that is to be the case the women who are at 
the head of the leading Chicago clubs and 
who have at least a year’s experience back 
of them will be in a position to receive this 
honor. |

All the members of this colony are not 
members of the Mafia, but most of them are. 
When a meeting of the Mafia is necessary 
there is no unseemly publicity. A few mem- 
bers of the group which is to do business 
meet in a»back room of Morici’s saloon or 
in a second-story room in one of the houses.

The police worked on the case 
for months, but never made any progress 
in unraveling mystery. 

There Was a settled belief in everybody's 
mind that the remains were those of one 
of the victims of H. H. Holmes, the mur- 
derer, and that instead of having killed only 
the nineteen people whose deaths were laid 
at his door he had made away with another 
and had buried the corpse near home, for 
Holmes’ residence was almost within sight 
of the’ place where the bones were dug up. 
H. H. Holmes lived in Wilmette, which is 
contiguous to North Evanston, for a long 
time. While residing there he was supposed 
by all to be a most exemplary citizen. His 
residence is one of the handsomest houses 
in Wilmette and it is called “*‘ Holmes’ Cas- 
tle”’ to this day. The shadow of a church 
spire fell across the home of this man whose 
life ended on fhe gallows. While he lived 
next door to the sanctuary Holmes was as 
staid in his conduct as the most exemplary 
of the worshipers within its portals. 
MYSTERIOUS CRON MURDER. 

Within a block and a half of the Holmes 
castle is situated the rebuilt Cron residence, 
where seven years ago there occurred a mur- 
der which the police of Chicago declared in © 


— 
* 
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crime in the police history of northern IIli- 
nois. One of the assassins in this case was 
shot and killed within two minutes of the 
death of his victim, and to add another hor- 
ror to the scenes of that night the house was 
almost completely destroyed by fire. 

Mary Cron, an aged woman, resided in the 
Wilmette House with her son-in-law. ,At. 
12 o’clock one February night the son-in-law 
was awakerled by a suffocating-sensation. 
He roused to a consciousness that the 
house was on fire and that somebody was 
coming down the stairway from the floor 
above. The awakened sleeper seized a re- 
volver and running to the door of his bed- 

-room saw three men throw open a rear door 
and rush out. He fired and one of the intrud- 
ers fell. Mrs. Cron was found in bed with 
her throat cut. She was dead and the flames 
—for tne house had been fired by the assas- 
sins—made such rapid progress that it was 
impossible to rescue the body. The burglar- 
murderer who had been shot as he was flee- 
ing from the house had dropped dead on the 
doorstep. -_He was about 20 years old, and 

po clew to his identity was ever found. The 
only acticle in his pocket was a small Bible, 
the edges of whose leaves had been cut by 
the bullet. On the first leaf of the book were 
the words: “ To my boy, from his mother.”

SCENE OF WILSON MURDER. 


Before the heart of the Village of Win- 
netka is reached, on a picturesque little hill. 
amid a group of fir trees, is the foundation 
of a house, once the residence of James L. 
Wilson and his wife. The house was torn 
cown last fall after unsuccessful efforts had 
been made for eighteen years to get some one 
to live in it. In this house there occurred a’ 
crime, which, like nearly all others that have 
marked the North Shore, was of mysterious 
origin. For brytality the case is without 
many parallels. James L. Wilson was a 
well-to-do man, and his residence wa the 
handsomest in the Village of Winnetka. He 
was 80 years of age and his wife was three 
years his senior. They kept no servants and 
occupled the house alone. “The couple's only 
son was a surgeon in the United States navy 
during the civil war. He was killed, and 
after that the father and mother rather 
shunned society. Over the bed in Mrs. Wil- 
son’s room hung her son's belt and sword, 
while ranged about the floor close to the 
walls were the toys which he had played with 
as a child. One afternoon Mr. Wilson went 
to the butcher shop of Neil McKaigue and 
said, so McKaigue afterward declared, that 


he wished the best piece of meat in the shop 
to be sent to the house, for the Wilsons ex- 
pected to have dine with them a friend whom 
they had not seen for years. McKaigue de- 
livered the meat, and after that no one ever 
saw the Wilson couple alive. 

Three days after this, no signs of life hav- 
ing been seen about the homestead, the neigh- 
bors broke in. The old man was found dead 
on the floor of the sitting-room. There had 
been.a hard struggle apparently, for the stove 
was half overturned, the back of a chair was 
broken sharp off, and many articles scattered 
about the floor. On the white paper of the 
wali-was a sign that would have done good to 
the heart of a French detective story writer. 
Thére wus stamped the perfect imprint of a 
bloody hand. Wilson had been beaten to 
death. Up-stairs in her room was found the 
body of the aged wife. Her right arm had 
been crippled for years, but she had fought 
off her assailant for some time by the ald of 
a stout stick, which she wielded with her left 
hand. Her son’s toys many of them were 
broken into bits during the struggle with the 
murderer. He had apparently goneinto the 
room unarmed, for it was found that Mrs. 
Wilson had been killed by a blow from her 
son's sword, which had been snatched from 
the wall by her assailant. There was one 
arrest in the Wilson murder case, but there 
was not sufficient evidence to convict. The 
suspected man went West and was after- 

ward shot over a gaming table in a Dakota 
saloon. 
LIKE SLEEPY HOLLOW LEGEND. 

At the north end of Winnetka, at the Lake- 

side line, the Sheridan road skirts Hubbard’ 


woods, at the edge of which stands the great 
tower which supplies drinking water to the 
two adjoining suburbs. One night every year 
Hubbard's woods and the little field from 
which rises the tower are haunted. Thereisa 
‘suggestion of the Sleepy Hollow legend about 
this tale of the Winnetka ghost. Like the 
wraith of the Hessian trooper the North 
Snore ghost is headless, but itt goes afoot in- 
stead of on horseback. This yearly walking 
abroad at midnight by the apparition is the 
sequel of a mysterious murder, for which 
no explanation has ever been given. Just at 
sunset one evening, many years ago, a man 


.named Cordy West, walking in Hubbard’s 


woods, less than 100 feet from where the wa- 
ter tower now stands, found the headless 
body of a man. The head had been severed 
from the trunk as neatly as though it had 
been taken off by a guillotine. The clothes 


upon the body were of the finest material. 


The underclothing and socks were of silk. 
The mark of the tailor had been taken from 
the collar of the coat. There was absolutely 
nothing by ‘which the body could be identt!- 
fied. An unavailing search was made for the 
head. The corpse was found at a distance of 
200 feet from the lake. About two weeks after 
the discovery, three boys, Eddie Duggan, 
Walter McDonald, and Cantor Prouty, who 
were walking along the beach at some dis- 
tance from the scene of the discovery of the 
body, saw a head in the water.

JANE, the woman 
| Indian fighter, hunter, scout,

Calamity Jane is not yet an old woman as 
far as years go, being only 48. But she has 
outlived a dozen husbands, and the hard and 
exciting life she led in the Black Hills and'‘in 
the other mining camps of the West have 
aged her long before her time. 

When the doors of the Gallatin County 
poorhouse close upon her there will disap- 
pear from the stage one of the most pictur- 
@sque characters that the thrilling days of 
the frontier States ever produced. — 

Calamity Jane has no other name. She 
@aid she never had any other. ‘“ Jess 
Calam’ty Jane,’’ she used to say when people 

uestioned her about her name. ‘“ Jess 

alam'ty Jane, and folks gineraly calls me 
Galam'ty fer short: I ain’t got no more edi- 
@ation ner @ buff’lo, en I ain't pretty much, 
I low, but I can shoot a rifle with the best 
Of 'em and I’ve killed as many Injuns as the 
next men,” 
Always Wore Men’s Clothes. 


Calamity Jane, like Dr. Mary Walker, has 
@lways worn men’s clothing. It is doubtful 
if she ever had a skirt on in her life, for 
@ven when a small girl her parents dressed 
her in clothing cut dewn from the old uni- 
forms that the soldiers wore at the fort.

attention, and Calamity turned her atten- 
tion to “rustlin’.”” for her own food. She 
sed to steal rides on stage coaches and 
go out and camp with the Indians for weeks 
at @ time, and was especially fond of hang- 
ing around saloons and being stood up on 
the bar and asked to sing for the rough 
crowd of soldiers, trappers, and miners who 
. Thronged those places. Altogether Calamity’s 
Sariy life was singularly devoid of those 


gentle influences which are generally sup- 
posed to be quite essential to the proper 
training of a child. 


Served as a Scout. ; 

When she was 22 the soldiers at the fort 
near Butte were ordered to proceed to Dead- 
‘wood to rescue a large party of miners who 
were besieged by the Indians. Calamity, 
dressed like a man, volunteered to act a8 a 
scout, and was taken along by Captain Egan, 
the cotmmanding officer of the expedition, 
who was ignorant of the fact that Calamity 
was a woman. 

All the Indians in the Northwest were at 
that-time on the warpath and the soldiers had 
several hard fights on the way to Leadville. 
In one action, when the troop was charging 
the Indians and had engaged in a fierce hand 
to hand battle, Captain Egan was wounded 
and tumbled from his horse. Two Indians 
were riding fiercely down on the prostrate 
man to scalp him when Calamity Jane killeé 
one of them, and, before the other could close 
in, had picked up the unconscious Captain, 
and, throwing his body across her saddle bow, 
dashed away with him and reached the main 
body of troops in safety. 

When Captain Egan recovered conscious- 
ness he found out that his brave rescuer was 
a woman. She was known at this time merely 
as Jane, in spite of the fact that she will not 

‘acknowledge ever having an ordinary name. 

“Well, Jane,” said the Captain, blinking 
up through the bandages over his face, 
“you're a good one to have around in times 
of calamity.” The soldiers immediately nick- 
named the girl Calamity Jane, and that title 
she has borne ever since. 


Famous for Shooting. 

Calamity after this incident went out with 
a good many different parties of soldiers on 
the trail after the Indians and won renown 
for her bravery and her splendid shooting. 
She was with Buffalo Bill on many of his 
hunting trips and had a record of the nutnber 
of buffaloes she had Killed. 

After the Indian wars she became a trapper 
and then a miner and washed gold at Dead- 
wood and all through the Black Hills and in 
Montana and at various times had -large 
gums of money, which she spent in the same 
way the other miners did in those days. She 
played in many a stiff game of poker and won 
and lost large sums. She could drink as stiff 
a glass of the firewater they used to call 
whisky in the mining towns as any man did. 
She wore leather trousers and army blue 
shirts and a buckskin coat worked by the 
Indians. She never sought a quarrel, but 
never would go more than a thousand miles 
out of her way to avoid one, and was quick 
to avenge any insult to her sex.

This discovery has been recognized as of 


great value in Engiand. At the same time 
Dr. Copeman has not had a chance to prove 
how long this immunity may last, and dog 
breeders all over the world are to be brought 
to try the vaccine with an eye to its lasting

This discovery is interesting from a patho- 


logical point of view from the fact that long 
ago the disease was classed as a variola and 
‘an inoculation of cowpox was proved to be 
ineffectual against it.

His knowledge of the details of camp life 
gave rise to the belief that he himself had 
been inthe army. With the exception, how- 
ever, of a few days’ service in the defense 
of Paris in 1814, and of several months’ fight- 
ing in the revolution of 1848, his only knowl- 
edge was that of observation.

He was extremely sensitive and could not 
see suffering without an effort to relieve it. 
At a sham fight near Smyrna, which had 
been arranged to give him an exact idea for 
one of his paintings, two of the artillerymen 
were wounded. Vernet wrote to his wife: 

“In spite of my warlike enthusiasm my 
heart is heavy. Imagine that two of the 
artillerymen, have had their arms carried 
away. They say that such a thing happens 
at every maneuver of the kind. ‘All that I 
would fain have written.to you. has es- 
caped me. I ¢an think of nothing but those 
poor wretches.” 

He declined to receive any payments for the 
instructions he gave to the young men who 
thronged his studio. He obtained many fa- 
vors for others which he would never have 
solicited for himself. When one of his pupils 
was drawn for conscription Vernet painted 
a picture for him in order to enable him to 
procure a substitute.

Gratitude, too, was not among the least 
of his virtues. Jerome, King of Westphalia, 
was the first to pay him well for a painting, 
a portrait of himself, which was much ad- 
mired in the Salon of 1812. Vernet always 
remembered this kindness. In 1855 he re- 
fused to’sell to Prince Napoleon “*‘ The Bat- 
tle of the Alma,” and gave it instead to the 
Emperor's uncle. He wrote thus to the Em- 

ror: 
me It is to the King of Westphalia that I 
owe my first success. His Majesty in 1812 
showed me a kindness which I have never 
forgotten, and as a proof that I remember 
it I beg the Prince Jerome to accept the 
homage of the painting in which I have had 
the pleasure of representing his august son 
gaining his first victory.”
